MILL STRIKE CRISIS 
NEAR IN VIRGINIA 


DANVILLE, Va., Dee. 12.—()— 
Admitting Monday has assumed the 
importance of a crisis in the strike, 
union leaders said tonight they are 
making special efforts over the week- 
end to counteract any general increase 
in workers seeking employment in the 
mills in response to the invitation ex- 
tended today by the mill management. 

A meeting of the strike manage- 
ment committee has been called to 
consider the invitation issued in a 
statement by H. R. Fitzgerald, pres- 
ident of the Riverside and Dan River 
Cotton Mills, Strike leaders said 
more intensive picketing will be done 
Monday morning. 

Departing from his policy of si- 
lence, Mr. Fitzgerald in his state- 
ment today said, “We have no objec- 
tion to saying to those of our people 
who are not at w. . and whose rec- 
ords of performance entitle them to 
be considered employes of the com- 
pany that they can return to work 
as fast as machinery can be prepared 
to start.” 

The mill president pointed out that 
the mills are now running practically 
all machinery that “we care to run 
in view of unsatisfactory economic 
conditions.” 

Strike offici:Is said they had been 
expecting such a statement from the 
mill management and had recognized 
that they wuld probably have to deal 
sooner or later with an invitation for 
former employes to return to work. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s statement was the 
second expression coming today from 
the mill management. A few hours 
before Malcolm K. Harris, attorney 
for the mills, said the mills would 
never agree to collective bargaining. 
He termed the strike a “fight to the 
finish.’ 

Monday morning marks the begin- 
ning of the twelfth week of the strike 
among the 4,000 union members of the 
Riverside and Dan River mills. Har- 
ris today said that one-third of the 
total force was at work, while union 
officials say that checks made by the 
pickets indicate less than 1,000 work- 
ers in the mills.

Recommendations for Negro Farm Relief 


Conference 


Suggests ; 
Educational and Practical Lines 


Constructive Measures Along 


(This is the second of a series of five 
articles based on a survey of the eco- 
nomic status of the negro made by Dr.

HAYNES PROPOSES 
NEW FINANCE PLAN 


Stating that he believes that a new 
buying powér is needed at the pres- 
ent time to end the. business depres- 
sion, Eugene “. Haynes, prominent 
Atlantan, has suggested a plan which 
he believes if worked through the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank will hasten more 
prosperous conditions.

BOMBAY, Dec. 13.—When I Jand- 
ed in India I saw what no one is like- 
ly to see again—Bombay obeyed two 
governments. 

To the British guvernment, with all 

ite apparatus of legality and power, 
there still were loyal the European 
population, the Indian Sepoys who 
wear its uniform, a few of the mer- 
chant princes, and the older .gencra- 
‘tion of the Moslem minority. 
The rest of Bombay's population 
'has transferred its allegiance to one 
of the British government's too nu- 
merous prisoners. Mahatma Gandhi 
sits_in prison, where he writes’ each 
week a discourse on some doctrine of 
his difficult ascetic gospel, which 
somehow finds its way out past the 
wardens and appears in every Indian 
hewspaper, 

In his name congress ruled this 
icity. Its lightest word was obeyed. 
| It could fill the streets when it pleas- 
led and as often as it pleased, with 
crowds that shouted its watchwords. 
It could, with a nod, 
ters of every shop in the bazars. With- 
out its consent no mill could open its 
doors. Only with its permit on a 
serap of colored paper dare a driver 
‘urge his bullocks and his bales past

Public Ritual. 

Every day began with its public 
ritual. The city prayed and sang.

All 
wore the homespun costume of 
“kadi,” which is the symbol of India’s 
resolve to provide for her own ‘needs.

_ that an Indian defies them. They 


have e in théir hundreds to prison, 

but always there were more to take 
their. place. © Latterly, -however, the 
shopkeepers themselves signed a requi- 
sition to the effect that they made no 
complaint against this peaceful’ pick- 
eting, and for a time there were few 
arrests. 

It is in this readiness to suffer that 
the moral power of the movement re- 
sides.. Where thousands will go 
gladly to prison, tens of thousands will 
give money and hundreds of thousands 
will obey. It reminds me, in its tem- 
per and outlook, of the militant suf- 
frage movement in England, save that 
it avoids even the minor acts of vio- 
lence in which those forerunners in- 
dulged. 

A disarmed people, which in this 
part of India has no military tradi- 
tion, has instinctively adopted these 
methods. It courts suffering; it faces 
it, as women will, with a noble, if pas- 
sive courage. To some it is a religion, 
to others no more than a tactic. 

One thinks of the women as the nat- 
ural exponents of its gospel. Out of 
the coalaehens of centuries they have 
stepped at the call of patriotism, and 
nothing in this astonishing movement 
is sO surprising as their joyful devo- 
tiom If they have not yet -won 
swarj (self-government) for India, 


ithey have completed the emancipation 


of their own sex. The veils and ve- 
toes are gone, in Bombay at least, so 
completely that it is difficult to be- 
lieve they ever existed. 

Test Power of Congress. 

The test of the power of congress 
came on the third day of my visit. 
The merchants who import cotton 
piece goods had ceased for six months 
to buy foreign cloth, but they had in 
stock vast quantities suited only to 
the Indian market, they could not be 
re-exported, and they were deteriorat- 
ing in the warehouses. 

The merchants met and in a some- 
what apologetic resolution declared 
that they would sell these stocks and 
thereafter buy no more. Congress re 
compromise, and, as_ the 
event showed, it did not over-esti- 
mate its strength. Hundreds of its 
women volunteers marched down to 
the wholesale markets, They woulkl 
picket every shop and = office. 
Pome of them declared they would go} 
on hunger strike until the merchants 
withdrew their resolution.

Harmony was in prospect today for

Conferees of the senate and house 
reached an agreement today in their 
difference over the public improve- 
ments fund, deciding on $116,000,000. 

The senate proposed $118,000,000 
and the house $110,000,000. 

The conferees at a hurried and in- 
formal meeting also agreed to restore 
the. provision in the house bill giv- 
ing the president a free hand in 
spending the money. Senator Robin- 
son, of Arkansas, the democratic lead- 
ier, who obtained elimination of this 
authority, said he would not fight it 
further at the cost of delay in getting 
the appropriation into the hands of 
unemployed workers, 

While this offer of co-operation 
came from the ranks of the senate, 
over in the house the democrats were 
preparing to insist ypon the $60,000,- 
000 voted by the senate for drouth 
relief, 

Republican leaders in the house de- 
termined to seek on Monday adop- 
tion of the $30,000,000‘ bill reported 
by their agriculture committee, un- 
der a procedure permitting no amend- 
nents.

Inquiries received at the state capi- 
tol seeking to ascertain the per capita 


county governments of the state re- 
vealed that no department of the staté 
government receives reports of the 
amounts being paid by the citizens of 
Georgia for the running of their re 
spective counties. 

Neither the comptroller general, the 
state auditor nor ‘the governor re 
ceives any report of the tax collections 
in the 161 counties of Georgia, nor 
of the disposal made ‘of these funds. 
It was stated that efforts in the past 
to secure such statements, for use in 
making comparisonsp have been un- 
successful, 

in many states of the Union, no- 
tably New York and North Carolina, 
according to state officials, the state 
audits the financial statements of the 
counties. While these states assume 
no authority over the conduct of the 
affairs of the counties, it is made pos- 
sible through these cqntralized audits 


_ to determine the cost of rendering the 


same kind of service in the various 
counties, and the people of any county 
can be notified if the expense of op- 


| erating their local government is tvo 


high as shown by comparison with 
the other counties of the state, 
Expenses Varying. 
Theoretically, the cost per capita 
of every tax payer, based on the 
wealth of his county and equality of 
service rendered, should bé approxi- 
mately the same. It has been found, 
however, in every state which has in- 


equality has not existed, it being re- 
vealed that the same type of public 
service in some counties was costing 
much more than the average figure 
in other counties. 

Without this cefittral check whereby 
comparison can be made, it is point- 
ed out thatthe costs of supporting 
courts, jails and other county insti- 
tutions could in many ways be run 
up without the people of individual 
counties knowing that these branches 
of their government could be run more 
economically. 

State Auditor Tom Wis@om declined 
to comment on the situation, other 
than to point out that the Georgia law 
does not require that his department 
be furnished with .these reports and 
that audits be made of them. Legis- 
lation by the general assembly would 
be necessary before the various boards 


quired to submit reports of their re- 
ceipts and expenditures. 
Economy Is Result. 

While the handling of such county 
reports by the state would undoubt- 
edly result in an. increase in the ex- 
penses of the state auditing depart- 
men‘, it is held by many officials and 
members of the legislature that the 
people would be repaid many times 
over by the economies which undoubt- 
edly would result from the compara- 
tive findings from such a centralized 
auditing eis 9 | 

Figures in the comptroller general's 
office show a remarkable variance in 


state, indicating a situation which 
could undoubtedly be worked out by 
the citizens of the respective counties 
if there existed a state audit of county 
expenditures which could be consulted.

20 mills, Crisp 26 mills, Decatur 18 
mills, Carroll 10 mills, Mitchell 22 
mills, Houston 14 mills, Muscogee 9 
mills, Peach 10 mills, Richmond 8.6 
n° *s and Wheeler 9 mills.

with greater historical significance in 


coastal Georgia than was true of yes- | 


terday’s seryices. Not since the days 
of the Franciscan missions has the 
santus bell, denoting the elevation of 


the host at the consecration of the 
mass, been heard on St. Simons and 
neighboring islands; and it was there- 
fore, only fitting that a large number 
of clergy and laymen of the Catholic 
church, as well as their friends, should 
have gathered at the site of the re- 
cently built chapel to hear that silenee 
broken and to see the sacred host of- 
fered up once again on this: pictur- 
esque island. 

Beneath the great oaks and before 
the @losed portals of the chapel, the 
worshippers gathered to await. the 
arrival of the bishop and his party— 
for, according to the liturgy of the 
Catholic church, it is the bishop's 
hand that must throw open the doors 
of a newly built church and invite the 
faithful to come within. Promptly at 
10 o’clock the doors were opened and 
Bishop Keyes, attended by priests and 
altar boys, came down the steps and 
proceeded around the grounds of the 
chapel to bless the new edifice. The 
rich red robes of the bishop, his pas- 
toral hat and staff, and the lace sur- 
plices and cassocks of the clergy and 
acolytes formed c« most colorful and 
picturesque sight aainst the natural 
background of moss-hung oaks and 
stately pines. 


After the bishop's blessing, the cler- 
gy returned to the church followed by 
the large crowd of worshippers, who 
filled to overflowing the seating ca- 
pacity of the chapel. Before the bare 
altar, the bishop completed the dedi- 
cation, intoning in Latin, while the 
clergy made their responses, also, in 
the language of the church. As the 
prayers of dedication ended, the bare 
altar began to be prepared for the re- 
ception of the host. Altar cloths of 
finest linen were laid; altar-boys 
brought forth candlesticks and missal ; 
the numerous tapers were lighted, and 
vases of exquisite pink roses helped 
to make the recently bare altar a set- 
ting of beauty for the first sacrifice 
of mass at St, Simons chapel. 

As the Rev. Maurice McDonald, O. 
S. B., president of Benedictine College, 
Savannah, entered with the chalice, 
the organ pealed forth, followed by a 
chorus of exultant voices, and the 
celebration of mass began. 

Father McDonald, the celebrant, 
was assisted in saying mass by the 
Rev. Peter McOscar, S. M., pastor of 
St. Francis Xavier's, Brunswick; Rev. 
Justin Howe, 8. M., also of St. Fran- 
cis Xavier's, and the Rev, Joseph 
Croke, chancellor of the diocese of 
Savannah. 

Outstanding in the dedication cere- 
monies was the sermon preached by 
the Rev. Michael A, Cotter, president 
of Marist College, Atlanta. Father 
Cotter, who is one of the most elo- 
quent speakers in the south, delivered 
a sermon of such beauty and magni- 
tude that it will long be remembered 
by those who had the privilege of hear- 
ing him, 

Taking as his text, “Go ye into 
the whole world and preach the gospel 
to every creature,” from the sixteenth 
chapter of St. Mark, Father Cotter 
traced the fulfillment of this command 
from the days of the apostles to 1573, 
which saw the founding of the Jesuit 
missions and the beginning of Chris- 
tianity in coastal Georgia. The Jesuit 
missions, Father Cotter stated, 
were short-lived, for after a period 
of three years, the missioners were 
Slain by hostile tribes. and it was not 
until 1597, when the Franciscans came 
from the monasteries of Spain, that 
the roots of Christianity were once 
again planted in the coastal plans of 
Georgia. In speaking of the type of 
men who came to organize these mis- 
sions, Father Cotter stated that it was 
interesting to note that the first In- 
dian grammar was written by Francis- 
can monks on one of the sea islands of 
Georgia. Father Cotter spoke most 
sympathetically of these early teach- 
ers of the Indians, whose missions 
survived for 100 years, when the 
Franciscans then in charge were slain 
by hostile tribes of Indians. He said 
that the chapel of St. S#mnons was in- 
deed a fitting memorial to _ these 
martyred Franciscans, and that he be- 
lieved the little chapel would be pro- 
tected by their spiritual guidance.

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Growers To Be Permitted 
To Sell Tobacco at Auction 


Plans Formulated for 
Mass Meetings in Pro- 
ducing Area To Com- 
plete Organization. 


—— 


Ga.. Dec. 13.—The 
members of the Georgia Tobacco 
Growers’ Association, which was 
launched in Waycross December 11, 
will be permitted to sell their tobacco 
at auction as well as through the as- 
sociation pool. 

The contract of membership adopt- 
ed at the Waycross meeting specifies 
that @ member may give written no- 
tice on the day of delivery that he 
wishes his tobacco sold at auction and 
on its receipt the association and not 
the member will place the tobacco for 
sale at auction. It is required, how- 
ever, that the member deliver the 
tobacco at a place where auction sales 
are being held and during the period 
of auction sales, 

It is contemplated by this clause 
that the association will not be com- 
pelled to maintain auction facilities 
but can sell its auction tobacco by 
arrangements with other warehouses, 

The Georgia Tobacco Growers’ As- 
sociation, once organized, will acquire 
warehouses, by rental or purchase, 
and will designate points at which 
the members may deliver their to- 
bacco. 

On account of 
being in the-contract, the association 
will not know in advance just how 
much of its tobacco will he 
through the pool and how much by 
auction, 

When the tobacco is sold through 
the pool the association will advance 
to the member a certain percentage 
of the market price, presumably about 
75 per cent. When the tobacco is 
sold by auction the association will 
aettle with the meniber in full the 
date of sale,

Quail Hen Produces 


* 138 Eggs in 180 Days 


OMASVILLE, Ga., Dec. 13. 
(UP)—A quail hen which barely 
weighs half a pound is doing some 
spectacular egg laying on the Peb- 
ble Hill plantation near here. Dur- 
ing the past 180 days the little bird 
has laid 138 eggs, or almost one a 
day during the past six months.

® (returned for all time this sun-touch- 
ed December afternoon, to the soil of 
the state that nurtured him and gave 
him proudly to the nation. 

The 76 years and more of his ripe, 
full life closed abruptly early yester- 
day. A half-hundred of them he had 
Lallotted to public life. wenty-eight 
years he had served in the United 
States senate. 

This morning his worn body was 
brought back to his native Salisbury. 
This afternoon that body was given 
into a flower-heaped grave in Chest- 
‘nut Hill cemetery, while ten of his 
fellows in the senate, as many mem- 
bers of the. house of representatives, 
the great North Carolina and the 
humble who called him neighbor look- : 
ed on in sorrow. There was no pomp, 
no outpouring of eulogies. 

Arriving on a six-car special train 
from Washington, where last night 
the senate gathered to do him final 
honor, at 9 o'clock today, the steel- 
gray casket, banked with yellow car- 
nations and red roses, and shrouded 
with America’s flag, was escorted by 
American Legionnaires to the ram- 
bling, unpretentious home. j 

For six hours the throngs that 
knew, admired and loved him filed 
by to gaze a last time upon the be- 
nign faee, the silvery hair, the tall 
form that gave him distinctton.

Superintendent’s Message 


December 14, 1930. 


My Dear Boys and Girls: 


This week I am going to write about something you like—play. 
One of nature’s greatest ways of developing life is through play. 
Nature likes to play, the water plays as it rolls over. the pebbles, the 
sun plays hide and seek through the leaves of the trees, the air 
plays with the thistle and runs swiftly through the corn rows or 
makes ripples over the wheat fields or lake or ocean waves, even 
the thunder plays leap-frog over the clouds. Animals love to play. 
The baby chick just out of the shell tickles the toes of the other 
chicks, the kittens play with the old cat’s tail or with a straw, the 
little colts play in the pasture and the lion cubs play hide and seek 
in the tall grass. Children, like nature and animals, love to play. 
From the “kiddie car’’ to the football gridiron, all our boys love to 
play. Baby catches at a red ball and the high school boy exults as 
he kicks a football or scores a goal. We all love to play. 

Every boy and girl should play a certain part of his time. It 
makes for the development of character. Play does so many things 
for us. | can’t enumerate them all, but-I shall tell a few. 

1.—lIt helps to bring health. Our exercise makes our blood 
flow, makes us breathe deeply, strengthens our muscles and assists 
us to grow. We must remember that we cannot play too long or 
exhaust ourselves. We must play, but not too long at one time. 

2.—Play helps us to think quickly, make good decisions and 
act immediately upon our judgment. All our games from first grade 
to football help us in our mental processes. | recognize the games 
Miss Solomon and Miss Graves teach our children as one of our best 
mental trainers. Our coaches in junior high and,senior high are 
helping scholarship by basketball, football, etc. Our physical edu- 
cation teachers are doing a great work for scholarship when they 
teach us to pla aright. 

3.—Play helps us to build character. To play fairly, squarely, 
to be a good loser and a generous winner, to fight and lose and 
rise to try again. All these things help us to conquer our faults 
and to be better men. 

4.—Play helps us to learn co-operation, to kndw the value of 
team work. In life we must work with and for others. In play we 
learn how. I want every boy and girl to play, to be on some team, 
but above all, learn how to play for play’s sake. Win if you can, 
but have a good time whether you win or lose. Don’t always play. 
to win, but play to have a good time and to develop yourself. Learn 
to rejoice when others win and you will always be happy and useful.

Skeleton of “Young Boy’ 


Found, 


: TRACES OF MEXICAN pi RACE Dae 


Was 


Six Feet, Eight Inches Tall 


BY CHARLES HOLLOWAY. 

SOYOPA, Sonora, Mexico, Dec. 13. 
(UP)—The skeleton of a “young boy” 
six feet, eight inches tall was found | 
20 miles north of here last night by | 
an expedition af scientists seeking | 
traces of a prehistoric race of super- 


nen. 
The skeletons of four more children | 


were unearthed nearby, together with 
several jars containing human ashes. 

The excavation, located 
spot where three adult skeletons, all 
more than eight feet tall were found, 
definitely established the locality as a 
prehistoric burial ground, according to 
Dean Byron H. Cummings, of the 
University of Arizona archaeological 
staff and leader of the expedition. 

The scientists worked all last night 
and today at the excavations, and ex- 
pected to reach by tomorrow the sec- 
tion where adult skeletons are buried. 

Highly developed examples of pot- 
tery were found in the graves of the 
children. Dr. Cummings said these 
works of an ancient artisan were at 
least 2,000 years old. 

The expedition encountered a band 
of 20 war-like Yaqui Indians en route 
to the burial ground yesterday but was 
unmolested. 

We were startled by the meeting. 
although it was not unexpected. The 
presence of Professor Manuel San 
Domingo, historical and geographical 
research director of the state of Sono- 
ra, probably saved us from trouble. 

Professor San Domingo spoke to 
them in their native tongue, which 
he knows well from years of contact 
with these wild tribes, and they al- 
lowed us to pass. 

“he excavation work, which Dr. 
Cummings and the others believe will 
reveal the first scientific evidences 
that a great race of gants once roam- 
ed this section of the continent, pro- 
ceeded at a snail’s pace. e ground 
was packed hard and the: natives 
brought from Soyopa had difficulty 
penetrating four feet underground 
where the skeletons were found. 

Spurred on by the discovery of the 
youth’s skeleton, the scientists prepared 
to work in relays throughout the night 
(despite the fact that they already: had 
been digging steadily for. 28 hours. 

The great stature of a man so young 
was regarded as a definite promise 
that the scientists were near their 
goal. The skeleton was established 
as that of a young man by an anatomi- 
cal examination, Dr. Cummings said. 

The jars of human ashes were an 
entirely unexpected discovery. They 
may be the key to ancient-religious

) rites conducted by this strange vanish- 


ed race, Dr. Cummings said. 

The jars ‘themselves were of in- 
tricate design and of finer workman- 
ship than any the scientists had ever 
seen. 

We spent little time setting up 
camp on the nearby hanks of the 
Yaqui as all were eager to start work. 
Dr. Cummings said we have only made 
the start of what he hopes will be 
discoveries of world-wide scientific 
importance. 

It was decided among the scientists 
to work at night as much as possible 
as an added protection against the 
treacherous natives. We can watch 
them in the daytime, but if we sleep 
at night we might be taken un- 
awares,

ZENO OF ELEA 


There were two ancient Greek phi- 
losophers named Zeno. One must not 


be confounded with the other. The 
one under consideration is Zeno, a dis- 
ciple of Parmenides, and in some ways 
the most remarkable, if not the ablest 
of the Eleatic sehool of philosophy. 
The other Zeno who flourished about 
a century and a half later is famous 
as the founder of the Stoic school. 
This recent Zeno was a native of Cit- 
ium, a Greek city of the Island of 
Cyprus, and for this reason he is gen- 
erally referred to as Zeno of Citium. 

Aristotle tells us that Zeno of Elea 
was the inventor of dialectic but this 
is a.rather wide statement, Dialectic is 
simply logic, a logical arguing or rea- 
soning from a premise toe a conclusion, 
and certainly many practiced it before 
Zeno. The word is usually used in 
plural form with a singular significa- 
tion—dialectics. Zeno, however, used 
dialectic in a peculiar way. His method 
of arguing was what has become 
known as the reduction ad absyrdum, 
which means that he either endeavored 
t>? prove what was under, considera- 
tion by showing that any argument 
put forward against it led to an ab- 
surd gonclusion, or disprove it by ur- 
guing from it to a ridiculous or im» 
possible result. 

Zeno, in the beginning, identified 
himself with the Pythagoreans, but 
hearing Parmenides lecture he became 
deeply impressed by the latter's doc- 
trine and thereafter was one of .:is 
most devoted disciples and admirers. 


Zeno added nothing peculiarly his 


own to the Eleatic doctrine .of the} 


unity of oneness of being. He was but 
an expounder and defender of the 
Parmenidean ideas. He wrote a trea- 
tise in support of the tenets.and teach- 
ings of his master. ,; 


In defending the views of Parme- 
nides, Zeno, directed his arguments 
against plurality (the many), motion, 
change, and space. To prove his as- 
sertions; or rather those of -hhis master, 
he generally put forward some -contra- 
dictory proposition and reasoned from 
that to an absurdity but, sometimes, 
he used two contradictory statements’ 
and proceeded to show that both. in- 
volved impossibility as, for instance, 
in the case of his attempt to prove 
that the. what-is (being) of Parme- 
nides cannot be composed of parts. He 
argued like this: If a thing is, it must 
consist of parts; the parts are either 
finite or infinite, Suppose they are 
finite. If finite, there must be some- 
thing <r nothing between the parts; 
if there is something between them, 
the whole will include the parts and 
this something between them, hence it 
will consist of more than the parts 
which compose it. But the whole can- 
not be greater than ‘he sum of its 
parts. If there is nothing between the 
parts then they are not separated, 
they are’ not parts at all, hence the 
whole has no parts, and what has no 
parts 1s nothing, therefore the whole 


| Subjected to Tortures 


Zeno, like his master, Parme- 
nides, was a tall, handsome man, 
of magnetic personality. He, too, 
took a keen interest in city affairs, 
and was well liked by the common 
péople, because he always stood up 
for «their right and prevented 
wrongs from. being inflicted upon 
them. A time came, . however, 
when his influence or power waned 
and he was no longer able to pro- 
tect or defend them. He, then, 
left the city of Elea and became a 
wanderer in hig last years. Some 
say he went to Arigentum, where 
the peeple were being sorely op- 
pressed by the tyrant Phalaris, 
that he aroused them to insurrec- 
tion, was arrested, and subjected 
to terrible tortures. Another story- 
has it that Zeno proceeded to Li- 
para (now Lipari), an_ island 
north of Sicily, and there entered 
into a conspiracy against the ty- 
rant Nearchus, the then governor, 
who had him apprehended and fet- 
tered in chains, It is said Zeno 
beckoned the tyrant to him and 
told him he had something to whis- 
per to him. When Nearchus bent 
down to hear, Zeno Seized his ear 
with his teeth and would not let 
go, whereon the tyrant’s body- 
guard speared the prisoner through 
the body. Some authorities. state 
that Zeno bit off part of his own 
tongue and spat it out in the ty- 
rant’s face, for which he was 
thrown into a stone mortar and 
brayed to death, 


legendary hero whose quarrel with 
King Agamemnon forms the chief sub- 
ject of Homer's Iliaa; he’ was hand- 
some, brave and swift of foot and 
only vulnerable in his heel where his 
mother held him as a babe while she 
dipped him in the Styx. Zeno main- 
tained that if Achilles set out to over- 
take a tortoise which had got a start 
he would never overtake it, for while 
Achilles has passed over the original 
intervening space between him and 
the tortoise at the beginning of the 
race, the tortoise will have passed 
over a certain space, and when 
Achilles has passed oyer this second 
space, the tortoise will also have 
moved on a‘space, and so the race 
will continue, with Achilles always 
gaining a bit, getting nearer, but the 
tortoise will still be ahead of him. 

As to the flying arrow, it is not 
flying, but at rest, for there can pos- 
sibly be no motion through space, if 
it is made up of points. At any giv- 
en moment in the so-called flight, the 
arrow will be at rest in some par- 
ticular point, occupying a space equal 
to its length and magnitude. his 
argument is based upon the assump- 
tion that time is made up of “nows,” 
that is, indivisible moments. Zeno 
said, that which moves (supposedly 
moves) can neither move in the place 
where it is, nor yet in the place where 
it is not. 

Zeno’s arguments in defense of Par- 
menides’ contention that only Being 
exists by itself, and that plurality 
(many), motion, space and magnitude 
cannot exist, may appear to us now 
as both ridiculous and ludicrous, or 
at best as just mere quibbling or 
play upon the finite and the infinite, 
on being and non-being. In our 
world of sense-perception and experi- 
ence where time and space are rec- 
ognized as entities, we are apt to 
launch at the idea. of Achilles not 
being able to overtake the tortoise, 
and of the flying arrow being at rest. 
But in the world of concepts in which 
Zeno put forth his dialectical argu- 
ments he was right theoretically in 
maintaining that Achilles could never 
overtake the tortoise,, for space is 
really infinite and admits of infinite 
division and subdivision. And if we 
regard space*and time as being made 
up of points and indivisible moments 
he was right, too, about the flying 
arrow being at rest, for it is really 
at rest in every moment at every 
point, 

Zeno’s arguments influenced to a 
certain extent the thought of several 
sueceeding philosophers; it notably 
influenced some of the sophists. And 
his influence is felt down to the pres- 
ent. Some of our best thinkers are 
concentrating their thoughts on the 
abstruse problems of continuity and 
infinity. Some are inclined to the be- 
lief that space and time are made up 
of points and moments. Others take 
an opposite viewand say that space 
and time are not made up of points 


_and moments @t all, while a few take 


the same view as Zeno and wholly 
deny space and time (which involve

Each | 
part will have magnitude or size—a | 
thing of no magnitude cannot be. The | 
parts will be both large and small, the 
large ones so large as to be infinite, 
the small ones so small as to have no | 
magnitude at.all, and aAvhat has no} 
magnitude is nothing. The reasoning | 
works out in this way—With infinite | 
division the parts become smaller as 
the process goes on. There can be no 
part without reference to another part. 
The part separated is smaller than 
that from which it is separated, that 
is, the part is smaller than the whole; 
the part separated from this will be 
smaller, and so on, each part being 
smaller than the whole from which it 
is separated, and as the parts are in- 
finite, no part, however small, can be 
set as a limit. The parts will become 
so small that they will have no magni- 
tude, and if those things which have 
no magnitude be added to or subtract- 
from something else, they. will 
neither increase nor diminish this 
something, for they are nothing at all. 
Again, if there are mapy things, 
there must be just so many as there 
are, consequently they must be limit- 
ed, must be finite.. But the things 
that are, are also®infinite, because 
there-is always something between 
any two of them, that is to say, there 
are always other things between the

Only 15 
per cent of the land area of Japan is 
cultivable. Bearing in mind the fact 
that the area of Japan proper is only 
149,000 square miles (that of the 
United states is 2,970,000 square 
miles) and that the population is 59,- 
000,000 (at the last census), one can 
get an idea of the tremendous pressure 
the population is making on the land 
for food. 

An area roughly the same as that of 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi sup- 
porting half as many people as live 
in the whole of the United States, and 
only 15 per cent of that area culti- 
vable. It is one of the most amaz- 
ing situations in the world. The re- 
sult is that every foot of ground is 
made to produce its utmost. This lim-

To broaden and extend what is al- 
ready being done, I suggest that an 
effort be made to get the state de- 
partment of agriculture, the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, the state 
department of education, the county 
agents and home demdnstration agents, 
the vecational and home economics 
teachers, the bankers’ association, 
Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, 
the daily and weekly papers, the farm 
papers, the railway agricultural 
agents, power company representa- 
tives, the civic clubs, chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade and the 
radio broadcasting stations to co-oper- 
ate in showing, so far as possible, 
every man, woman and child, both 
white and colored, the importance of 
a live-at-home program for the farm- 


90 per cent of them being legs than 
five acres in size. 

About half of the total of the ara- 
ble land is devoted to rice production. 
Rice is sown in small patches in the 
spring; in June the young plants are 
transplanted to the fields—all by hand 
—and the crop is harvested in Octo- 
ber. At the present time (late Sep- 
tember) the fields are vast carpets 
of green. Apparently all the paddy- 
fields are irrigated. This type of ag- 
riculture—tiny farms and the peculiar 


‘character of rice- growing—does not 


lend itself to modern scientific meth- 
ods. No machines, no animals, noth- 
ing but unremitting human labor. 
After the rice is harvested the land 
is sown to barley or other grain and

Desperate Condition of Farmers 


Described by South Georgian | ~ 


The Constitution publishes below a communication from a proml- 


nent resident of south Georgia, in which careful analysis is made of 
the situation now confronting the farming interests of Georgia, and 
reasons advanced for the drop in farm land values. 

For personal reasons the writer withholds the use of his name, 


but the communication so thoroughly presents. the obstacles now 
facing our farmers that it is published by The Constitution even 
though the signature of its author does not appear. 

Editorial comment on the communication appears in this issue. 


Editor Constitution: Your recent 
editorial with reference to the decreas- 
, ing land values and your doubt that 
has worried 
me to such an extent that I can not 
resist writing you. 

Land values have decreased, not 
only so, they have vanished. You 
| see every day or-so lands sold by lien 
| holders for less than a fifth of the 
‘cost of the improvements on the lands. 
Recently in a neighboring county bids 
were made at a loan sale on 202 1-2 
acres of land. The buildings cost 
approximately $2,000. The fencing 
possibly $750. The land clearing pos- 
sibly $1,000. These figures are con- 
servative. The land was knocked off 
for $550. That is happening through- 
out this section every month, and 
since these sales under power of sale 
have come into vogue, it is happening 
almost daily. 

You are going to say that these 
sales were for and no criterion, I 
am going to reply that such sales have 
been going on for the past eight to 
ten years and the purchasers still 
have the lands at the prices bid. 

Banks in various parts of the state 
in the last ten years have accumulated 
thousands of acres of farm land. They 
have had to charge off a large per 
cent of its original valuation. 

The most of it is as good land as 
there is in the state and yet it is 
impossible for the banks to realize 
what they now carry the land for. 
In 1918 or 1919 the majority of this 
land would have sold for $50 per 
acre. You know the banks would sell 
the land if there was a possibility, as 
no bank would Carry such an asset if 
it could be avoided: * The price at 
which they carry the land would not 
pay 25 per cent of the cost of the im- 
provements on it, 

Money Lost in Farms. 

When my father died my brothers 
and I had a pride, as well as lack cf 
judgment, in wanting to hold his 
farms. We have paid the interest 
on his debts, the principal, so far 
as we could, and the taxes ffom 
our personal incomes. We have tak- 
en nothing from the farms, but have 
sold every hog, ear of corn, peanut 
ar lock of cotton grown on the places, 
and yet we have had a consistent loss 
from year to year. We were reared 
on’ the farm and have made a bale of 
cotton per acre and seen our father 
make money on these very farms. We 
know the farming game. Yet we have 
sunk our insurance, mortgaged ‘our 
homes in town and at last are up 
against the wall trying to operate 
these farms. 

These same farms would have sold, 
and my father was offered that, for 
$75 per acre in 1918 or 1919. We 
can not now interest any one in them 
for $10 per acre. 

Now, of course, you are going to, say 
Moultrie. Yes—and I am going to 
reply Turner. Just a few years ago 
_it was Turner and now we see where 
Turner is. They have a packing plant 
at Moultrie where the hogs can be de- 
livered when ready, regardless of 
when, without transportation charges, 
ete., and for the time being it is go- 
ing good. 

Let me tell you that we have, and 
are now, trying hogs, peanuts, tobac- 
co, cotton, corn, hay and oats. We 
have not tried watermelons but our 
neighbors are worse off who have. 
We also have the pecans, the worst 
fizzle of: all. Be assured that. the 
Moultrie balloon will follow’ the 
Turner, 

To learn about something pertain- 
ing to business you must go to busi- 
ness men. Go into a city bank and 
offer them a note as collateral se- 
cured by farm lands. You will find 
yourself on the street on your ear. 
It is hard for the interior banks to 
appreciate this as they are dependent 
on the farms, but look at the formi- 
dable number closed and the desperate 
éircumstances of those still struggling. 
No further argument should be re- 
quired. These banks are not in this 
condition just for the love of it. 

This diversification stuff is fool- 
ish. A few peanuts and the market 
goes to $60. No need to mention to- 
bace You can not feed hogs for the 
market prices prevailing for the last 
five years on bought feeds and during 
the season of the feed crops. the prices 
are always down below the cost. To- 
bacco is disastrous on account of 
the cost of production, when the price 
is what it was this year. This hap- 
pens about every other year. All of 
these crops are uncertain in the quan- 
tity of production.

More Tourists and More 
Inhabitants Urged as 
Georgia’s Greatest Need 


Editor Constitution: If all the en- 
ergy, thought, conferences and general 
interest exercised in redistricting Geor- 
gia to meet the loss of two of its 
congressional districts by reason of 
population had been used to gain 
population Georgia would have re- 
tained its present quota of congress- 
men and probably added another. Not 
only would it have retained its polit- 
ical prestige but would have added 
untold wealth -to the state through 
new men, money and manufactories. 
_City building or state building is 
simply the matter of apply every- 
day merchandising to the communi- 
ties or states that seek new business. 
The state is the goods on the shelves, 
the beauty of the country is its show 
window,.the advertising follows and 
the citizenry is the service behind the 
selling argument. - 

California has its congressional quo- 
ta increased nine, within one of 
Georgia’s total quota. But California 
put its growth and prosperity before 
politics. Its men were building up 
the state instead of making office seek- 
ing their objective. 

In 1929 1,068,722 visitors were ac- 
counted for in southern California 
alone. Its tourist population for that 
year was equal to the combined popu- 
lation of Kansas City, Omaha, l- 
las and Akron. Their gross expendi- 
tures were estimated at $418,526,392. 
Yet, in Georgia we think we are go- 
ing to the bow-wows on greased skids 
with a $5,000,000 state deficit. 

For the past decade California in- 
creased its a 2,245,148—an 
increase of 65.5 per cent over 1920 
census. Georgia inctease was a frac- 
tion of 1 per cent, but estimating its 
birth rate over the death rate the loss 
is about 300,000. In the city of San 
Francisco, alone, 3,500,000 delegates 
have attended conventions in the past 
20 years. With an average of four 
days’ stay that represents 14,000.- 
000 convention days and $140,000,000 
in “new money,” an average of 
$7,000,000 a year. 

Florida Gains. 

Florida, our sister state, gains one 
congressman, and would have gained 
two had it not been for a series of 
disasters that overtook the state; the 
collapse of the boom, three hurricanes 
and the Medfly. But Florida comes 
up smiling and is advertising its 
charms and resources throughout the 
nation through state and county aids, 
and by local civie clubs. 

It is estimated that between 600.- 
000 and 700,000 tourists will visit 
Florida this winter and about two- 
thirds will travel there in automobiles 
or busses. The greater percent of 
these 450,000 people must pass 
through Georgia. hey will spend 
about $200,000,000 while in Florida.

Total Realty Funding fer 11 


Months Shows Big 
Drop. 


— 


Notwithstanding the increasing vol- 
ume of new first mortgage real estate 
financing in recent months, total of- 


'ferings for the first 11 months of 
'this year was 64 per cent under that 


of the same period in 1929, according 
to the monthly realty investment re- 
view of Nelson, Hunt & Company, 
specialists in real estate and first 
mortgage financing. 

Statisties compiled in the review 
showed that new realty stock and 
bond financing in November totaled 
$15,610,000, an increase of 47 per cent 
over October, and the largest for any 
month since last July. Total financ- 
ing for the entire year up to Decem- 
ber 1, it was stated, now aggregates 
$180,632,270—a decline of 64 per cent 
for the 11-month period. 

First mortgage real estate bond and 
note offerings to date, the survey stat- 
ed, aggregated $162,627,150, as com- 
pared with $403,210,650 in the same 
period in 1929, a loss of about 60 
per cent. New stock offerings aggre- 
gated but $18,005,120, a decline. of 
about $4 per cent from the volume reg- 
istered in the first 11-month period 
last vear. 

“This decline in realty financing,” 
said the review, “is undoubtedly hav- 
ing a most beneficial effect in stabil- 
izing the real estate security situa- 
tion. It augurs well for a more rapid 
return to normal conditions, where 
only the soundest types of building 
projects will be accepted as security 
for first mortgage issues.”

The emergency relief kitchen which 
is being operated under the auspices 
of the Atlanta Urban League, served 
its first meals Friday, December 12. 
The purpose of this relief kitc!.en is 
not to encourage idleness by pauper- 
izing undeserving people; it is simply 
a response to the critical need and 
in keeping with the spirit of. benevo- 
lence motivated by the same humani- 
tarian impulse that enable the 
Prosser committee to raise $6,000,000 
in New York city, toward which the 
Rockefeller family gave a million. In 
other words, it is a concrete mani- 
festation of the strong bearing the in- 
firmities of the weak. 

This kitchen, at 23 Fort 4treet, is 
operated in co-operation with the 
community kitchen on Nassau street, 
with the support of the Atlanta Res- 
taurant Association. Toward the 
equipment of this kitchen much vol- 
untary and contributory § assistance 
has been given. Contractor Alex 
Hamilton, Jr., gave his services and 
that of one of his carpenters to build 
a counter stretching across two- 
thirds of the parish house with lum- 
ber donated by the Marbut-Williams 
Lumber Company. The gas company 
installed a range and an automatip 
hot water tank. The Walker Roofing 
Company gave a roll of- roofing paper 
with which to repair the damaged 
roof over the kitchen. In addition 
to giving 2-cent meals daily to those 
who may be found in need, the plan 
is also to provide a community Christ- 
mas tree for the unemployed § and 
needy, at which time some garment 
or useful article will be given -to 
every member of the family. 


In preparation of this the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company Was asked 
and agreed to contribute the use of 
four machines where garments will 
be made over and many new gar- 
ments made out of material to be 
solicited and contributed by different 
individuals and organizations. ‘The 
plan ,is to haye the garments fit the 
people to whom they are given, chil- 
dren a8 well as adults, which will re- 
quire a good deal of alteration. A 
large number of leading women, in- 
cluding wives of business, professional 
men and ministers, have enlisted as 
volunteers and agreed to give a good 
deal of their time toward serving 
meals, collecting food, clothing, fruit, 
ete., to be used at this kitchen as 
well as in making and altering gar- 
ments, 

The Mo-Se-Lit Club, composed of a 
group of junior matrons, was the first 
organized body to pledge the services 
of its entire membership and the first 
organization to respond for service in 
a body on the first day the kitchen 
was opened. 

Each member, of The 27 Chub 
agreed to contribite a pair of shoes 
Other organizations, in- 


faculty, have agreed to give aid in 


whatever way they may be called 


upon. 

It is the desire of the committee to 
have persons who are willing to con- 
tribute anything for the needy among 
the colored people to call WAlnut 
1231 and the proper contact will be 
established so as to make the contri- 
bution available for the cause to 
which it is given. Clothing, food, 
fruit, vegetables, meat, hats, shoes, 
hosiery of all sizes and descriptions 
will be gladly accepted for use to re- 
lieve the distress and suffering and to 
make happy as they bring comfort to 
those in need. 


The children in Reynoldstown and 
their parents are still hoping that the 
technicalities that have occasioned de- 
lay for these two or three years may 
be speedily removed and they may be 
given a chance to get some educa- 
tional exposure before the end of the 
present school year.

Mrs. H.M. Franklin 
Writes Article 
On Soldiers’ Home 


Mrs. Herbert M. Franklin, of Ten- 
nille, state chairman of historical 
programs, submits the folowing article 
on “The Confederate Soldiers’ Home 
of Georgia,” to. the official page in 
The Constitution. She says: 

“As a trustee of the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home for several years, it 
has often been my privilege to attend 
meetings of the trustees at the home. 
On a beautiful sloping hill just be- 
yond the city of Atlanta, surrounded 
by wide spreading lawns, with for- 
ests of stately trees, an arched gate- 
way marks the entrance to the 
grounds of the home for Confederate 
veterans, Shrubbery and bright flow- 
ers lend rich color the year around. 
Donald M. Bain, one of the first 


| trustees of the home, gave the early 


history and stated that Henry W. 
Grady began the movement for a Con- 
federate home in Georgia with a 


$1,000 subscription from The Atlanta 


/noO appropriation was. made 


Constitution of which he was editor. 


To this fund many subscriptions were 
added by friends of the yeterans, but 
by the 


state, nor by any orgunization in 


t 
state. 

A tract of 120 acres was purchased 
and a beautiful home erected. This 
had been occupied only a short time 
when on September 30. 1901, it was 
destroyed by fire with most of the con- 
tents. Plans were immediately made 
by the trustees for rebuilding, and 
brick was used in construction of ‘the 
new heme which was completed in Au- 
gust, 1902. Rebuilding of the home 


and refurnishing it throughout with 
new and substantial furniture and fix- 
tures was done without cost to the 
state, so Mr. Bain stated. Insurance 
collected from the burning of the first 
building was supplemented. by gen- 
erous and liberal contributions from 
individuals and patriotic citizens, and. 
enabled the board to rebuild, equip 
and open the new home without ask- 
ing one dollar of the state, except the 
insurance money which had been turn- 
ed into the treasury soon after the 
burning. 

Later, the state of Georgia agreed 
to provide for maintenance of the home 
and have a board of trustees appoint- 
ed by the governor for the pirpose of 
supervising it. The home contains 68 
rooms, providing besides the bedrooms, 
a living room, chapel, library. super- 
intendent’s office, dining hall, kitchen, 
pantry, storage rooms, etc, The hospi- 
tal building with modern equipment, 

ith trained nurses and skilled phy- 
sicians, was added later. At present 
two doctors, two nurses and’ several 
orderlies care for the patients in the 
hospital and are at their service day

"$930 Trustee Meeting. 

At the April, 1930, meeting of the 
trustees, Judge J. B. Strong, of La- 
Grange, was elected superintendent 
of the home. He had been serving by 
appointment since the death of Super- 
intendent John P. Webb, _ several 
months before. As trustees assembled 
for the April meeting a number of the 
old soldiers. who were seated on the 
spacious porches, arose and began to 
plead’ with ‘us for. the election of 
Judge Strong as superintendent of the 


home. All agreed unanimously that 
he was their choice and although there 
were several applications from young- 
er men who are prominent in the 
state, these veterans preferred one of 
their own comrades who had served so 
efficiently since the death of- Super- 
intendent Webb. Judge Strong had 
served on the board of trustees for 
a number of years and wai thorough- 
ly familiar with all -affairs of the 
home. He is giving splendid service 
as superintendent, and is ably assist- 
ed by -his wife, who, in addition to 
cleaning up and beautifying interior 
and exterior, reads to the inmates, ’ 
cheers those who are in the hospital 
and does all in her power to brighten 
their lives. The fact was recalled that 
only three state offices are filled by 
Confederate. veterans, superintendent 
of the home, state treasurer, W. J. 
Speer, and commissioner of pensions, 
Colonel’ R. DeT. Lawrence, who is

GROUP of college boys marched 

singing through the streets of Rio 

de Janeiro the other day, as his- 

tory goes, and an empire toppled 

to earth. With its toppling faded into ob- 

scurity the scion of the ancient house of 

Braganza, now come upon days of deca- 
dence. 

Dom Pedro Second, “who should have 

been a college professor,’ anything other 
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than an emperor, was the king whose 
throne couldn't withstand the singing of a 
few college students. Brazil was his em- 
pire. Brazil now in the throes of a revolt 
that has attained the proportion of a revo- 
lution, because one man won an election 
and another man lost it. 

A revolt that started when the man who 
lost the election shouted from Rio Grande, 
south, “Fraud! Treachery! Traitor!” (He 
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meant the election was “framed” and he 
was counted out). A revolt that has spread 
to Pernambuco and Bahai in the north. A 
revolt that showed remarkable vitality, for 
Brazil is a far-flung ex-empire, greater far 
in area than the United States, Through 
the coffee country has spread the revolt 
and through the cattle country. 

No college boys’ singing is concerned this 
time. There is no throne to topple. To

date, no General Manuel Deodoro da Fon- 
seca, bull-boy hero of the Paraguayan wars, 
to turn the college boys’ song into a re- 
public. Which brings us to our tale for 
today. 

A little of the background of the events 
that made Dom Pedro, philanthropist, 
grandson of a Portuguese king whom Na- 
poleon had kicked off his throne, lover of 
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encroaching leagues farther back toward 


Brazil that 
stretches from the hot water of the equator 
to the temperate borders of Uraguay, and 
drained by the mighty Amazon and her 
satelites. 

Amerigo Vespucci followed Pedro Alvarez 
Cabral across the uncharted ocean, re- 
turned to Portugal, published an alleged 
map of the world and had a cpntinent 
named after him. 


Cabral found the pen mightier than the’ 


ship. 

' Vespucci’s map and Vespucci’s taies 
roused the cupidity of the Portuguese no- 
bles and the love of adventure among her 
cavaliers. They came over by the ship- 
load. In no time they had pillaged the 
native Indians till they turned from friend- 
ly hosts to hostile enemies.

boys’ song. The man who lost an empire 
by default. 

December, 1889. 

It was the hot season in Rio. Dom Pedro 
was sojourning in Petropolis, keeping ,cool 
in the Simla of Rio. In the city the peo 
ple were haggling over the price of com- 
modities in the great market, strolling in 
the Avenida Centrale or drinking wine in 
the cantinas that line that great central 
park-street of the metropolis of the south. 

A Beloved Bungler. 

Countess d’Eu, Pedro's daughter, and her 
husband, Conde d’Eu, Prince Louis d’Or- 
leans, son of the Duc de Nemours, grand- 
son of King Louis Philippe, sensed the 
crisis that Pedro’s empire had reached, even 
if he didn't. They remained in this city 
to make an ineffective effort to stave off 
the inevitable. 


Pedro was delving into the studies he 
loved in Petropolis, little realizing that his 
reign was drawing to a close. That it 
wasn’t his life, was due entirely to the love 
his subjects bore for their inept emperor. 

Conde d’Eu, spurred on by the daughter 
of Pedro, in whose veins, at ieast, still 
pulsed the blood of the heroic Braganzas, 
ordered that the troops in the Rio garrison 
be dispatched to distant points in the em- 
pire. Without the troops, the bully-boy 
hero, General Manuel Deodoro da Fonseca, 
who had been fomenting revolt, would be 
powerless to bring about a coup d'etat. 

The orders were receive: by the officers 
at the Rio garrison. They transmitted them 
to the troops. By this time the situation 
had already got out of hand and the offi- 
cers were met with a swaggering disobe- 
dience. Mutimy was in the air. Discipline, 
unless exerted by the idol of the soldiers, 
General Fonseca, was absent. 

A Harried Summons. 

Pedro was at mass. Leaving his chapel in 
Petropolis an oafficer approached him and 
handed him a telegram. He hastened Ww 
his palace in Rio and seated himself upon 
his imperial throne in a vain effort to pre- 
vent its rocking. 

The cabinet, against which Fonseca’s 
fury was directed, was meeting in the Santa 
Anna barracks. Genera] Fonseca was in

attendance. Up to that time, it was Fon- 
seca’s intention only te overthrow the cab:- 
net. The bully-boy hero of araguay had 
no intention of overthrowing a throne. He, 
as well as the people of Brazil, loved the 
wearer of the crown too much for thaw. 
Pedro seems never to have made an enemy. 
He was only supine where he should have 
been ruthless, if be wished to remain in 
the king business. 

While Fonseca was routing the cabinet 
in the Santa Anna barracks, the students 
at the university were forming a parade. 
The citizens of Rio were going about their 
leisurely business as usual. Seemingly they 
weren't interested in politics. They loved 
their emperor and their wine. Leave poli- 
tics to the politicians was their attitude. 


In the upper reaches of the Avenida Cen- 


trale the loungers in the cafes heard the 
strains of song. Looking up from their 
sidewalk tables, they saw a band of youths 
from the university marching down the 
avenue singing afd cheering, capering and 
laughing. Serious faces were to be seen 1D 
the line. These serious faces had con- 
vinced their fellow students at innumerable 
talks on the campus that the time for lib- 
erty and a republic was at hand. 

Pedro, sitting on his shaking throne in 
the imperial palace, heard the singing as 
the cavalcade neared the great plaza that 
fronts the palace. His throne leaned fur- 
ther and further backward. As the stu- 
dents reached the crescendo of their song. 
the throne lost balance and Pedro was 
tipped into banishment. 

General Manuel Deodoro Fonseca, hero 
of the soldiers, had only meant to overturn 
a cabinet. He was doing this at the Santa 
Anna barracks when he, too, heard the song 
of the students. Hurrying to the plaza ‘nD 
front of the palace, astounded at the 
lengths to which the refolt was going, he 
was received with ringing acclaim. Vivas 
split hot, spicy atmosphere that character- 
izes the air of tropical cities. 

Fonseca, somewhat stampeded by the 
hilarious enthusiasm of the students, tried 
at first to stem the tide of revolt. 

It wasn’t in the least what he had meant 
He had no desire to see the emperor for 
whom he had risked his life countless times 
on the field of war dethroned. 

But the song of the college boys had 
taken events out of the hands of the elders. 
His emperor was already no emperor, Dut 
a dethroned monarch who was to finish his 
days idling about Cannes on the Riviera 
and studying the sciences he loved more 
than an empire. 

General Fonseca, always the _ soldier, 
caught up with events and took charge of 
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the situation. He dispatched orders to the 
garrison and the willing troops soon had 
cannon trained on the palace. 


The singing revolt had become a military — 


revolution. 

Entering the palace, he sat down at the 
nearest desk. He wrote to Pedro: 

“Brazil is now a republic and the pres- 
ence of the imperial family is absurd and 
impossible.” 

Twenty-four hours was all he gave to 
get out. Pedro went aboard ship in the 
early hours of the next morning. He was 
given a carriage and an escort to the 
waterfront. Conde d’Eu and the daughter 
of the Braganzas had to walk. There was 
no carriage for them! Pedro was loved, but 
the French prince who vainly tried to 
steady a toppling throne was lucky to es- 
cape the revolution with his life. 

The college boys had for2seen events, 
even if General Fonseca hadn't. There was 
ready a flag of the republic to be run up 
the staff on city hall in the Campo Santa 
Anna. It is chronicled that the peopie 
walking through the square the next morn- 
ing, going about their business as usual, 
looked at the flag of the republic flying in 
the miid breeze and shrugged their shoul- 
ders! No drop of blood had been spilled 
in the death of a-dynasty. 

Orderly events followed. Fonseca, idol 
of the republicans, though he was a rather 
reluctant republican himself, hero of the 
soldiers who had fought with him in the 
frontier wars, was elected president of tne 
new republic. A congress was established. 
Also a cabinet. Fonseca soon declared him- 
self military dictator. 

For three years he presided over the birth 
of a nation. In 1892 he resignea and 50,- 
000 soldiers, who had backed up his edicts, 
went home. He died a year later. 

Thus began the peaceful republican his- 
tory of Brazil, peaceful, that is, compared 
with the history of most of the countries 
south of El Paso. 

Minor revolts sprang up here and there 
from time to time. Brazil, like Russia, is 
sc enormous in area that the central gov- 
ernment cannot possibly exert am ettective 
influence over its distant reaches. Noth- 
ing so serious as the present outbreak has 
disturbed its history since the colfge boys’ 
song was heard in the Avenida Centrale, 
however.

Today Diplomacy, as Well as Politics, Has Traveled Outside the Private Rooms of Statesmen 
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Drawn by Stockton Mulford

tional order, have now traveled outside ol 
the private rooms of statesmen. The man 
in the street plays his part in them; he im- 
parts to them his passions, his instincts, his 
prejudices and his ignorance; and this does 
not facilitate the task of those who ene 
deavor to make him listen to reason So Aas 
to avoid catastrophes. The war in 187) 
and the war in 1914 were both wanted and 
acclaimed by public opinion, the former in 
France and the latter in Germany. Since 
then public opinion has realized the mag- 
nitude of its error, but it will never admit 
its own responsibility. It will accuse the 
diplomatists. 

On the morning of August 3, 1914, Herr 
von Jagow, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, came to the embassy in Berlin and 
announced that Germany had broken with 
us, and that I should receive my passport 
in the afternoon. We were in my study, 
which looked. on the Pariser Platz. The 
windows were partly open. Gangs of youtthis 
and workmen were walking about the Platz

singing patriotic songs and uttering shouts. 
I pointed them out to Herr von Jagow and 
asked him to put a stop to this noise and 
to see that the embassy was placed under 
police protection, He promised that this 
should be done. Only a few hours later, 
however, a crowd collecté@d outside the Brit- 
ish embassy and broke the windows with 
stones. The emperor sent one of his oltli- 
cers to my colleague, Sir Edward Groschen, 
to express his regret, and I am Sure that 
Herr von Jagow was much affected by thi 
attack, No government ever secured such 
obedience as the Kaiser's, and yet it was 
powerless to restrain the passions of the 
crowd, which was 
lury. 

The great difference between wars of the 


sO to speak, drunk with 


past and the future is the feeling of ani- 
mosity which the latter will leave behind 
them, because they bring national feeling 
into play. Even the smaflest hamlet will 
have its dead and the whole country will 
be devastated. Talleyrand said that a man 
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should know how to renounce his hatreds. 
Ufortunately some people like to hate; they 
find it gives them fresh energy. If we are 
to discover a force that will prevent nations 
from fighting among themselves we must 
look beyond democratic sentiments. We 
have the League of Nations. 

Foreign policy ls not a matter of senti- 
ment. Its object is to accommodate acci- 
dental circumstances to the permanent 
Jaws that control the destinies of nations. 
These laws exist Independently of ourselves, 
The interests of peoples do net vary. They 
are determined by nature, their geograph- 
ical position and their own character. His- 
tory repeats itself: Philip Augustus at Bon- 
vines and Joffre on the Marne were de- 
fending the Same cause. It is the same in 
peace as in war. The same political tdeas 
how themselves in the same way as in for- 
mer times. Montesquieu notes that the Ro- 
mans often compelled conquered countries 
to settie their differences by arbitration 
and to sink their ships. It is not so jong 
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ago that others adopted the same principle. 
There is nothing new under the sun. 

Inasmuch as national interests do not 
change the foreign policy of a country, 
whatever upheavals may take place in its 
internal concerns must necessarily be tra- 
ditional, and whenever a new policy is em- 
barked upon we must determine its condi- 
tions and accept its consequences. The eid 
French monarchy discovered this in the 
eighteenth century when its alliances were 
reversed. To take a later example, a colo- 
nial policy implies a naval policy and there- 
by leads to a policy of union or hostility in 
respect to other maritime powers. Emperor 
William was logical when he said that Ger- 
many’s future was on the sea, but we may 
question whether Berlin fully realized to 
what extent the traditional relations be- 
tween Germany and England would be af- 
fected thereby. 

The bulk of the public imagine that di- 
plomacy is nothing but intrigue, and when 
a diplomatist does not intrigue he is looked 
upon as a votary of pleasure chiefly con- 
cerned with banquets and entertainment. 
A few people, however, are not satisfied 
with this rather summary way of treating 
the question. They want to get to the bot- 
tom of things. They take the world to be a 
kind of theater, and talk about what hap- 
pens “behind the scenes” of politics. 

From their point of view policy is a stage 
provided with plenty of changes of scen- 
ery, trapdoors, and so on. Being convinced 
that whatever happens is prepared and pre- 
meditated, they do diplomatists the honor 
of taking them for so many Machiaveilis 
and great contrivers of catastrophes. These 
people cannot believe that things happen 
of themselves, that neither Richelieu nor 
Bismarck could control the events that 
favored or hampered their plans, and that, 
as Frederick the Great once remarked, “the 
art of politics is not to make events hap- 
pen, but to take advantage of them when 
they do happen” 

The fact is that the qualities that go to 
make up a successful ambassador are not 
those needed by a minister of foreign ai- 
fairs. The latter concentrates, so to speak, 
the action of his representatives scattered 
all over the world. He compares the re- 
ports they send him, draws the balance and 
maintains in the conduct of his foreign 
policy that harmony which results in unity 
and success; but he lives in his own coun- 
try and is not in contact with the outside 
world. The ambasador, on the other hand, 
has this direct contact. He follows his own 
government's instructions but at the same 
time he informs, enlightens and warns it: 
and sometimes he has to hold it back. His 
freedom of judgment should not, of course, 
amount to lack of discipline; but a govern- 
ing minister who objected to it would have 
no more sense than a man who puts out 
his eyes in order to see. On the other hand, 
an ambasador who does not dare to ove 
anything more than a letter box is a source 
of danger to his government. 

We can thus see that the most necessary 
qualification of a diplomatic represntative 
is character. 

While a diplomatist shou’d try to suc- 
ceed, he would be well advised not to do 
it too openly. Success is sometimes embar- 
rassing. Nothing is more dangerous than 
to excite the amour propre of an adversary, 
and no success can be lasting unless it is 
accepted by both sides. To my mind the 
highest duty of a diplomatist is and always 
will be to avert war. For this reason I con-. 
sider that the happiest moment in my 
career was when I succeed as French am- 
bassador to Germany in 1911, in averting 
war over the Agadir incident. Although hos- 
tilities broke out in 1914, we diplomatists 
nevertheless won a victory in 1911 by se- 
curing three years of peace. 


A diplomatic representative must also ex- 
ercise self-control. A minister who can- 
not contain himself gives his opponents an 
incalculable advantage. As an instance ot 


_ 


this I need only quote what happened in 
1914. I always had a high opinion of the 
moderation with which the imperial chan- 
cellor. Herr von Bethimann-Hollweg, ex- 
pressed himself; but when on the eve of 
war and under the influence of his excite- 
ment in discovering that England was sid- 
ing with us, he used the phrase “a scrap 
of paper” to describe the treaty signed by 
Prussia guaranteeing the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, he was evidentiy unable to control 
himself; and his phrase, “a scrap of paper,” 
will weigh heavily against his country in 
the scales of history. 

Sometimes an ambasador may find him- 
self in an awkward position in which seif- 
mastery is more than ever necessary. An 
old Spanish author relates excellent repartee 
by an ambassador who represented King 
Philip III of Spain at the French court. 
This ambassador, Don Pedro de Toledo, was 
in conversation one day at the Louvre with 
Henry IV. The latter, who sometimes acted 
in rather cavalic: fashion and who never 
forgot that he was king of Navarre, began 
to talk about his rights over Spanish 
Navarre. 

When the ambassador took a different 
view the king said, “Your reasons are ail 
very well until I am at Pampeluna, and 
then we will see who wili undertake to 
defend it against me.” Thereupon Don 
Pedro rose and made for the door. “Where 
are you going in such a hurry?” asked the 
king. “Well sire,’ was the reply, “I am 
going to wait for your majesty at Pam- 
peluna so as to give you a proper reception.” 
Henri IV began to laugh and nothing more 
was said about Pampeluna. 

To know how to wait is no less necessary 
for a successful ciptomatisi:. When the wind 
is not favorable you have to luff to reach 
port. In the course of long negotiations I 
was carrying on with Herr von Kinderlen- 
Waechter public opinion showed signs of 
irritation in both countries. When I urged 
him to settle the matter the secretary of 
state, who conceaied a good deal of finesse 
under occasionally brusque language, re- 
marked: 

“Let them say what they like. You want 
a settlement and so do I, but we must wear 
out the amour propre of others. What was 
impossible yesterday and is difficult today 
will be accepted with relief tomorrow.” 

Unfortunately the relief alluded to by 
Herr von Kinderlen-Waechter was only 
temporary. Pacification was not peace, but, 
precarious as it was, it was none the less 
an advantage. 

A negotiator must be discreet. This is a 
strict obligation, not only for the sake of 
his own minister but for that of the person 
with whom he is negotiating. I must admit 
that discretion is not fashionable at present. 
The public loves gossip, and some news- 
papers make a point of stimulating this 
taste to an exaggerated extent. Govern- 
ments are not as free as they need to be. 
They must reckon with the impatience of 
public opinion, but this is very different 
from open discussion, 

Moreover, in all free countries parlia- 
ment is the final court of appeal, as most 
treaties must be submitted to it before 
being ratified. One might nerhaps say with- 
out falling into paradox that if there is 
any secrecy in the negotiations this secrecy 
ceases to exist when the time comes to put 
the results on paper, and that finally no 
diplomacy exists which can properly be call- 
ed secret. 

In policy, as in applied mechanics, the 
calculation of forces must be accompanied 
by the calculation of resistances. Many 
reasons seldom avowed, such as amour 
propre, private interests, traditional preju- 
dice and internal passion, are present in 
the minds of the negotiators, and these 
obstacles can be surmounted only in silence, 
out of the view of the critical public. Bis- 
marck, who had some experience in these 


matters remarked to the Prussian Landtag 
in 1878, ‘n th © wav he often adopi- 


——- 


ed: “If you want to buy a horse you do not 
go about telling people the highest price 
you will give, and if you want to get rid 
of your own horse you do not state the low- 
est price you wili take. Diplomacy must act 
with the same elementary wisdom.” 

Many people imagine that as soon as an 
ambassador has presented his credentials 
he can negotiate on every question affecting 
his country. This is quite a mistake. The 
only object of credentials is to establish 
the holder's diplomatic position. When he 
has presented them, the ambassador ~-gins 
to enjoy the privileges of his office. He en- 
ters into official relations with the govern- 
ment to which he is accredited, and he can 
speak authoritatively as the representative 
of his sovereign, but he is not qualified to 
conclude any arrangement on any particu- 
lar point. To do this he must have special 
powers. It is for this reason that the pre- 
amble of every treaty contains, after the 
enumeration of the signatories, the state- 
ment that the plenipotentiaries have mu- 
tually produced their plein pouvoirs and 
that these have been found to be in order. 

The force of circumstances, however, 
sometimes prevails against strict official 
practice, and I can cite an example from 
my own experience. I was French ambas- 
sador in Washington in 1898, during the 
war between Spain and the United States. 
In response to an application from Madrid 
the French government asked me if 1 
thought I could bring about an arrange- 
ment which would put an end to the war. 
After due reflection I replied in the affirm- 
ative. I thus had the rare honor of being 
doubly an ambassador, so to speak, and of

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representing Spain as well as France for 
several months. 

I carried on negotiations directly with 
President McKinley and the secretary of 
state, Mr. Day. I was fortunate enough to 
have the assistance of M. Thiebaut, our 
counselor of embassy in Washington. The 
pourparkers were delayed only by the ne- 
cessity of constantly referring to Madrid. 
Mr. McKinley belonged to the republican 
party. He had been senator for Ohio and 
had been popular by advocating a protec- 
tive tariff in favor of American industries, 
This tariff was named after him. He was 
a fervent friend of peace, and I learned 
from him that a statesman who loves peace 
can nevertheless involve his country in ‘ar, 

Such negotiations are not always easy. 
The Puritan spirit still prevailed among a 
great many Americans, especially in New 
England, and innumerable people conceived 
modern Spain to be what ‘he country was 
in the sixteenth century. At last we suc- 
ceeded in coming to an understanding. Lt 
maintained that Spain, who gave up Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, should not pay a 
war indemnity, but should actually receive 
$20,000,000, the whole of which sum was 
handed to me immediately after the signa- 
ture of the peace treaty. 

The Madrid government approved the 
arrangement and cabled that it was send- 
ing me full powers to sign the agreement. 
It was obvious that a great many days 
would elapse before the document could 
reach me, and it was urgently necessary to 
avert useless bloodshed by putting an end 
to hostilities. We hurried up the peace 
preliminaries, but I had no powers except a 
cable message. Mr. Day very kindly said 
he would take my word for it, and we sign- 
ed without waiting any ionger. On thai day 
humanity prevailing over formalities. 

The diplomatists of today are by no 
means like those who took part in the 
Vienna congress, and I imagine that those 
of the future will be still more different. 

The conaitions of existence have altered 
the relations between ambassadors and 
their chiefs. Formerly a diplomatic agent 
who was proceeding to his post took with 
him written instructions, which comprised a 
review of the situation in Europe, a sum- 
mary of the general policy of his govern- 
ment and definite directions as to the 
course he should follow in the negotiations 
in progress. When he reached his post he 
had few opportunities of communicating 
with his country. He acted as far as -possible 
in conformity with his instructions, but as 
everything depended on circumstances he 
Often had to take the initiative, and was 
thus able to demonstrate his intelligence 
and force of character. 

The telegraph wire and the railway have 
changcd all that. Nowadays an ambassador 
rarely receives written instructions, and 
when he has no taste for responsibility tele- 
graphing spares him any initiative. More- 
over, headquarters do not encourage that 
quality. Heads of governmnts have always 
had a tendency to negotiate themselves, and 
this tendency is becoming a habit wh'ch Il 
personally deplore. All ministers of foreign 
affairs are not masters of their craft, and 
it is not always advisable for them to make 
decisions in the course of hurried negotia- 
tions. If they have, between themselves and 
the government with which they are deal- 
ing, representatives who cannot decide any- 
thing, they obtain time for consultation and 
reflection. 

In the future diplomatists will play a dif- 
ferent part from that which was thcirs 
when policy was pursued in a stateman’s 
private room. To their original qualities 
they must add a keen sense of modern lile 
and a perception of the economic necess'tics 
which now dominate the policy of states. 
Many of the conditions which once added 
charm to diplomatic life will have vanished. 
We may regret them as Roland rerretted 
his charger, but it is vain and foolish to

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NE of the great desires of my life 

was about to be realized. I was °n 
my way from Cairo to the Great 
Cheops Pyramid of Gizeh. Soon 
“twenty centuries would |yY looking dow. 
upon me,” and I would be looking upon, 
perhaps, the most gigantic piece of masonry 
the world has even known. 

At the edge of the desert region, a camel 
humbly knelt to carry me to the pyramid 
near by. The camel always has a super- 
cilious smile. It is said in the Oriental coun- 
tries so populated with Mohammedans, that 
the reason of the camel's smile is that 
while man knows only 99 names of God, the 
camel knows the one hundredth name. 

With the assistance of two Bedouins, I 
climbed to the top of this great pyramid. 
From this vantage ground, I had a superb 
view of the Nile valley, Cairo and the great 
wastes of the Sahara. 


With others, I also went inside with 
guides to the king's and queen’s chambers. 
I had asked for a special and reliable guide, 
as I had an intention which I did not make 
known, to go into the subterranean cham- 
ber, which is supposed to be inaccessible to 
visitors. I tipped my guide well, and he took 
me op and on through this low, narrow pas- 
sage way—at one place we had to crawl 
for some distance, but I reached my objec- 
tive, the subterranean chamber. As I recail 
this experience, a feeling of smothering ter- 
ror comes over me that I did not have at 
the time, and nothing could induce me ‘vl 
repeat the experience of going into this sub- 
terranean chamber. 

The Temple of the Tooth, 

Recently I saw a picture of a tooth rest- 
ing elevated over a lotus basis—under it 
was written “A ransom of $1,000,000,000." (a 
bishop's weight in rubies) we offered tor 
this tooth—the Tooth of Buddah (Kandy, 
Ceylon) and it was refused. 

It was my unique good fortune to visit 
the Temple of the Tooth while in Kandy, 
Ceylon, not so many weeks ago. This temp:e 


- 


is one of the three most noted Buddhist 
temples of the Far East. 

A native interpreter went in with me, 
and showed me many beauties, mysteries 
and significent things of the temple. At 
last he took me to the “Holy of Hollies,” 
or the Sacred Shrine of the Tooth. I walk- 
ed all around it, enjoying its highly ornate 
symbolism, so profuse in Oriental religion 
—I could pass one door of the sacred pre- 
cinct, then another with awe and reverence, 
but could not pass the third. It was locked, 
barred, boited, sealed. The sacred relic was 
within. 

Only once a vear, on a very sacred Budd- 
histic day in Ceylon, could this holy thing 
be seen—then, not by the profane—but only 
by the high priest. I must be content to 
place my hands upon the door, which lL 
did—both of them—for when shall I ever be 
in Kandy, Ceylon, again. 


The temple of the Tooth is a great mecca 
for all Buddhists who can possibly arrange 
a pilgrimage there. The precious relic is the 
famous Tooth, which tradition declares was 
secured from the flames of Buddah’'s fu- 
neral pyre and which since then has passed 
through many vicissitudes, It is a piece of 
discolored ivory two inches long and less 
than one inch in diameter, resembling more 
the tooth of a crocodile than that of a 
man, 

The high priest of the temple, in vellow 
robes, invited me into his sanctum sanc- 
torum. There he showed me ancient books 
containing the Buddhistic teaching. With a 
veculiar style he wrote on papyrus, and 
aiter bringing it out with some chemical, 
he gave it to me, It was his name, title, 
etc., the date and name of the temple in 
English, In Cingalese were written Kudd- 
histic mantrams. This souvenir I treasure 
because I was the only one so honored. 

As I rode leisurely away in the rickas)ha, 
I thought after all what a lovely place to 
have a tooth—in Kandy. That perhaps 
Buddah, hke many others, had a “sweet

Burmah, Kipling’s Country. 

In Burmah is to be found the Dagon 
Pagoda, the largest and most noted Budd- 
hist Stupa or Pagoda in the world, and 
most sacred because it is under this golden 
pagoda that the ashes of Gautama Buddan 
are said to repose. 

The pagoda is about 2,500 vears old. Ai‘y 
one who enters these grounds mus’ take 
off shoes and stockings and go up the hun- 
dreds of stone steps and walk around, in 
and about the 1,000 and more other temples, 
shrines and stupas that environ this great 
pagoda, stark barefoot. 

It is against the policy of the British gov-

Burmah is the most 
ridden country in the world. Every maie 
Burmese must don the yellow robe fer at 
least two years of his life. 

There were gaily dresed men and 
some richly and beautifully clad and jewei- 


ings of rice, ete. at all shrines. We saw a 


The #ti, ar the golden umbrella at the 
top of the pagoda. was the gift of King 
Mindoen, of Mandalay. The value of the 
jewels and golden bells on the hti, and the 
gold below is over $300,000. 

The plantain fruit, that portion ‘“elow 
the hti, is covered with solid gold plate. I 
saw huadreds of devotees who had brougrt 
pure geld leaf and were taiping it on the 
pagoda. This is a great act of devotion. 

The larzest bell in Burma is here. It 
weighs several thousand tons. I struck !t 
with a ram close by. It resounded te the 
heavens. I hope I succeeded in calling the 
attentiom of the gods favorably to my visit. 
At least I did not pick up hookwerm, ct: 
my feet and get all the divers infections

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that I was toid lurked in this precinct. ihe 
place was clean. The torrid sun shone in- 
tensely hot—hot enough to sizzle all germs. 

A fine, intelligent Burmese boy asked me 
in perfect English, “Pardon, madame, but 
are you from America?” Some of the priests 
and others would occasionally look at our 
feet and smile—but almost imperceptibly— 
why should I mind. I had gone just a little 
ultra fashionable, and not only had gone 
bare legged but bare footed. 

I got a Buddhistic rosary of lovely carved 
wooden beads. Also two or three of those 
*“whackin cheroots’ of which Kipling writes 
—but not to smoke. I may go barefoot with 
the Burhmans, but I would not smoke with 
them. 

Deceiving the Devil in Shanghai. 

One day in Shanghai, China, while riding 
on Bubbling Well road, a Chinaman sud- 
denly and quickly darted in front of the 
automobile, and it was only by adept 
maneuvering on the part of the chauffeur 
that the Chinaman was not struck. 

The chauffeur explained as best he could 
that the man thought evil spirits were alter 
him, and that if he would dart back and 
forth across the road before a few automo- 
biles, these evil spirits would be lost from 
him, or perhaps they may get hopelessis 
tangied up in the automobile wheels 

Evidently it did not occur to the Chin-- 
man that he may get tangled up and per- 
haps mangled up. 

In the Old Mandarin Gardens in Shanz- 
hai, I sat at a stone marjong table that 
is over 3900 years old. 

The Great Wall of China. 

Another great thrill and a supreme mo- 
Inent in the life of a traveller. I was to see 


the Great Wall of China. This mammotn 
structure, begun in 214 B. C., is formed by 
two strong retaining walls of sun-dried 
brick, rising from granite foundations. Its 
breadth at the base is about 30 feet and 
about 20 feet at the top. It is from 25 to 
40 feet high. Counting the branch walls, 
the length of the wall is 3,400 miles. It was 
built to guard against the Tartar invasion. 

It is said to contain as much material as 
all the buildings in England put together. 
Some writers tell that 100,000 men were 
worked each day for 20 years to complete it. 
The mathematical say, that the Great Wall 
of China is the only object on earth that 
could be seen from the moon by an astron- 
omer with a powerful telescope. Most of it 
is in an almost perfect state of preserva- 
tion. 


An hour before our special and well- 
policed train reached Chinglungehiao sta- 
tion, where we would get off to go to the 
Great Wall, I could see this great stone 
wall, winding serpentine-like a great dragon 
over the mountains on either side of the 
train as it wound its way around the moun- 
tains. 

The Great Wall is one and a half miles 
from the place where we got off the train 
and I was quite havpy tha* I was given a 
ticket for a sedan chair. Four coolies carried 
me in this great chair. and it was one of 
the great “joy rides” of my iife. They car- 
ried me to the Great Wall and back to the 
train. How strange it seemed to be so far 
away in old Cathay riding in this way. 

At the wail I climbed to the top and 
walked three miles on it in all. Great watch 
towers are at intervals of every 500 yards. 
I climbed to the top of one of these and 


had a glorious view of the walls winding 
over distant mountains. How easily one can 
fly over these walls today. 


In Pekin. 


I adore Pekin, and would love to stay 
there several months, I enjoyed climbing 
the Great Walls of Pekin, enclosing and 
separating the outer or Chinese city, and 
the inner, or Tartar city and the Imperial 
city, in the corner of which is the Purple 
Forbidden City. It was my great pleasure to 
explore all of these, 

At the Lama temple I saw the immense 
old Lama Prayer Wheel. For a tip the priest 
spun it for me. I was fortunate enough to 
get a small Lama prayer wheel from a 
priest. It had been brought from ‘Thibet. 
Here I lighted a candle also at the Altar 
of Long Life. I went all through the Temple 
of Confucius and the Hall of Classics, 


In the Temple of Heaven I stood in the 
sacred circle before the altar, where the 
emperor stood once each year to pray for 
the prosperity of his country and people, 
and to offer up sacrifices. 

The Altar of Heaven. 

Never have I appreciated anything more 
than my visit to the Altar of Heaven. The 
emperor once a year, with his coterie ol 
priests and imperial entourage, put on an 
elaborate and spectacular ceremony which 
vas witnessed by the populace. Only the 
emperor went to the top of the altar and 
knelt on the round white marble in the cen- 
ter. 

This altar is a marvel of mathematica! 
proportions. Standing open to the sky, in a 
square of dull red Pompeian walls, it is 
pierced with four marble gateways, This

pile of exquisite white marble is built tn 
three terraces, each encompassed by a rich- 
ly carved balustrade, and approached by 
flights of broad, low steps, giving access 
from north, south, east and west to the 
third and highest platform. The center 
round, white stone in the middle is looked 
upon by the Chinese as the central point in 
the universe. 


The entire structure is laid out with 
geometrical precision, being the combined 
work of architects, astronomers, astrologers 
and doctors of magic. Thus the terraces 
are reached by nine steps each, because the 
Chinese divided the heavens into nine sec- 
tions and have nine points to their com- 
pass. Likewise, the marble blocks of the 
platform are laid out in nine concentric 
circles. 

There are 360 pillars in the balustrades, 
which thus signify the days of the lunar 
year and the degrees of the celestial circle, 

I knelt in the center of this Altar of 
Heaven. 

The Scottish Rite Masons of Pein, 
through the influence of Professor Lew, @ 
32-degree Mason, conferred some of their 
degrees there, the obligation being taken 
on the central stone of the altar. 

Chinese Dinner. 

While in Pekin, I was entertained at &

Other things being anywhere near equal, 
the man with the greatest love for his 
work or his play will win in the end. 


The Game's Blue Ribbon 


No tournament held during the bridge 
year is on quite as elaborate a scale in 
total number and importance of events or 
in total entries as the annual chamvion- 
ship joust of the American Bridge League, 
which kept eyes focused on Cleveland all 
last week. There is one particular com- 
petition, however, which in many respects 
outranks any one event on last week's 
program. It is the annual play for the 
Harold S. Vanderbilt trophy to be he:d 
in the Ritz Tower, New York, on Wedne;- 
day, Thursday. Friday and Saturday of 
this week. 


From the standpoint of quality of com- 
petition this contest has become in on'y 
three years the blue ribbon of contract 
bridge, just as the old Vanderbilt Cup was 
the outstanding prize in the heydey of 
automobile racing. The trophy is now heid 
by the New York Bridge Whist Club team, 
composed of Lee Langdon, Michael T. 
GottHeb, Harry B. Raffel and John P. 
Matheys. They will have a man’s size job 
on their hands to repeat against other 
great New York teams and star combina- 
tions from other cities. 


A Law a Week 


Is the penalty for a renounce the same 
for the declarer as for the adversaries? 
No. In one respect only is the procedure 
the same: Having failed to follow suit, any 
player except dummy may correct his re- 
nounce at any time before he or his part- 
ner has led or played to the following trick, 
and thus present any revoke penalty. Be- 
yond that the law treats declarer and the 
adversaries differently. The declarer may 
require an adversary, in correcting his re- 
nounce, to play his highest or lowest card 
of the suit led, or if he prefers may in- 
stead treat the card played in error as an 
exposed card, subject to call by him when- 
ever it may be legally played, but declarer 
cannot exact both of these penalties at the 
same time. When a declarer has renounced 
either adversary may require him to play 
his highest or lowest of the suit led if the 
adversary on his left has played after the 
renounce, but not if the latter has not yet 
played. In the case of any renounce which 
has been corrected any player who played 
after the renounce has the privilege of 
withdrawing his card, and without penalty, 
substituting another; if an opponent of the 
offender has led to the next trick he may 
change that lead.

Piayers who have just taken up auction 
are always perplexed by an informatory 
double. A letter just received tells about a 
dealer bidding one no trump, West and 
North passing and East doubling. The 
writer continues: “East said his double 
was informative and a request for his part- 
ner to name a suit. West and North say 
the double was wrong and that the bidding 
may not go around again.” 

The double w#& most certainly informa- 
tory and a request for partner to bid his 
best suit, no matter how weak his hand, 
and not pass the double except for reasons 
of distributed strength which made defeat 
of the no trump declaration the most prof- 
itable move.

around as often as necessary until such 
time as three players pass in succession. 

Such an informatory double shows 
strength enough to take the responsibility 
for a bid by partner with a worthless hand. 
It is informatory when the bid is one no 
trump and partner has not bid or doubled; 
or when the bid is one or two of a suit, 
partner has not bid or doubled, and the 
double is made at the first opportunity to 
double that declaration—or, as some de- 
fine it, at first opportunity to double any 
declaration. Some even make doubles of 
three of a suit informatory at all times iu 
partner has not bid or doubled and it is 
first chance to double.’ But in the situa- 
tion given, any experienced player’s double 
would be informatory. 


Maybe Nobody's Sane 


Imagine a bridger rabid enough to make 
a long-distance phone call from Texas to 
New York to get his query answered!

He explained that, in his system, a five- 
card suit headed by ace-jack-ten requires 
a full quick trick on the side—the very 
stand his communicant took. The latter 
hung on the phone nearly an hour, going 
into great detail about the matter, Late 
in the evening came another call from 
Dallas, from another Whitehead follower 
who took the opposite attitude, arguing 
that the ace-jack-ten constituted one and 


a half quick tricks, according to Whitehead, 
the side king bringing the hand to the full 
two-trick amount required. The authority 
pointed out that his books made a special 
exception in this case, insisting on the side 
quick trick with that combination. 

His caller pleaded with him more than 
an hour to change his attitude, but he could 
not. Finally the Texan said, “Well, I've 
spent over a hundred dollars on this call to 
settle the matter and I lose anyway.” Ask- 
ed what he lost, he answered: “Two grand; 
they laid six grand against my two.”

Against no trump, the longest suit should 
always be chosen when no suits have been 
bid by either side. With two long suits, the 
stronger should be led. With two of equal 
length and strength, the higher ranking. 
That, of course, makes the spade suit the 
correct lead, and the proper card is the 
fourth best, since the suit contains no 
“honor combination.” 


Against a spade bid the proper lead is 
the fourth best heart. With great length 
in trumps, four or more, the best lead is 
almost invariably the longest side suit to 
force declarer to trump, eventually get him 
out of trumps while yours still last, then 
cash the remaining cards of your long side 
suit. 


When diamonds are trumps the fourth 
best spade ig the lead. The singleton club 
would be a poor lead in this case. De- 
clarer, who has a two-to-one chance to 
take any such trick because he has two 
hands to do it with, would naturally lead 
trumps immediately to gobble up those 
otherwise available for ruffs. In that event 
you would probably be limited to only one 
trick with the two trumps, besides also 
probably helping declarer establish his long 
side suit. By leading one of the other suits 
you refrain from giving declarer such an 
incentive to lead his trump ace first, and 
sO assure himself two immediate trump 
leads. He ls now more likely to lead trumps 
toward his hand from dummy and may 
possibly try to finesse twice. If he does 
that you get two tricks with the two trumps. 


When clubs are trumps the best lead is 
the king of dlamonds from the king-queen, 
standard lead in all ordinary situations, 
ranking in value just below the king lead 
from an ace-king.

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They Make More Wine Than They Can Sell— 


OME years ago the son of my moth- 
er’s brother visited with us for a few 
weeks in New York. His father owned 

a sizable vineyard in our homeland, which 
had kept the family poor and in good 
health. 

Every year my uncle increased his hold- 
ings and the number of his roots. Yet, the 
more grapes he pressed the more money he 
lost. 

This son of his, my cousin, an extremely 

intelligent young man, had just gotten his 
degree from a French university when he 
had come to see me, and uncle was clamor- 
ing for him to return home to take charge 
of the vineyard. 
. “But if it does not pay, if you lose money 
every year, why should you go back and 
bury yourself there instead of doing some- 
thing profitable?” I asked. 


My young cousin looked at me with eyes 
iull of pity for my ignorance. 

“Don’t you know why? Have you already 
forgotten?” he asked. 

“Forgotten what?” I questioned. 

“Have you forgotten that to cultivate the 
vine is a cult and not a business?” he re- 
plied. 

I no longer belonged to the clan; to the 
cult. His letters became rarer from that 
date to date and then ceased altogether. 
When losses had to be covered he managed 
somehow, or addressed himself to relatives 
who did not ask such foolish questions 

These last weeks I have been following 
the harvesting of the grape in Rumania and 
Hungary, France and Italy. 

Miles of perfectly cultivated vines mir- 
rered their sheer green leaves in the crisp 
autumn sun on slopes of hills and in well 
exposed valleys. 

Well cared for cornfields and waving 
stretches of wheat blades have never giver 


me that emotion, that feeling of plenty, that 
grape vines have. 

I know. I know the song, “When the bins are 
full of wheat and the cribs are full of corn.” 

Those are necessities. They keep one alive. 
A well grown wheatfield spells contentment. Full 
grown grapes sing of happiness. 

In Rumania, after the wreathed cross, made 
of birch saplings still sheathed in the bark, had 
been planted in the ground, the priest, in stole 
and cap, raised his hands in benediction over the 
garden and the lowered heads of harvesters. At 
the end of that, the harvesters cut loose and 
began to circle in a mad run about the priest 
and the cross, shouting at the top of their voices 
and singing: 

“Father Bacchus. Father Bacchus.” 

While the first baskets of grapes were plumped 
down in the large oaken vats by the harvesters, 
the young girls were washing their feet to the 
music made by two Gypsy fiddlers and the 
laughter of the boys. 

When the girls were hoisted into the vat and 
began to tread the grapes, dancing upon them 
to the changed tune of the musicians, the gayety 
broke all bounds of decency. The boys stole 
kisses, smeared the faces of the girls with grape 
juice, emptied the baskets over their heads and 
chased them around and around the low rims 
of the vats. The first juice drawn was thrown 
as a libation to the cross; a whole jugful was 
poured down over the vine-leaf wreath. Then 
the priest was offered a taste of the new juice. 
The owner of the vineyard and his family drank 
after the harvesters and the pressers had had 
their fill. 

The laughter and song rose in intensity. In 
less than an hour every girl had a wreath of 
vine leaves on her brow. Their dance in the 
vats turned to a mad frenzy. Their eyes be- 
came as luscious as the grapes. The shyest of 
them became the loudest and the lewdest, and 
as the grapes filled the vats their stained limbs 
rose higher and higher above the rims, to the 
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amusement of the men and the cries of “Shame! 
Shame!” from the older women. Only unmarried 
girls were allowed to tread grapes. 

Before sundown they were lifted out of the 
vats and placed upon straw mats. Tired, with 
fiushed faces, wreathed brows, the violet-brown, 
deep green-bronzed limbs catching the last soft 
rays of the sun, they looked more like bacchantes 
than peasant girls at the end of a day's labor. 
They left the vineyard in pairs, skipping down 
the valley with the two fiddlers at the head. I 
heard their laughter until late into the night. 
There wasn’t much sleeping in the village. The 
fiddlers were playing at the inn. The harvesters 
danced. The vine-grower paid the pipers and 
for the pitchers of wine. 

Bright and early the following morning the 
same crew, carrying a freshly cut cross, marched 
up the hill in silence. After the new cross was 
given its libation, pandemonium broke loose again 
with even greater intensity and freedom than 
the day before; for by now each girl had her 
“voinic” (beau) and there were friendly and un- 
friendly rivalries. Between rests the young men 
plaited wreaths and garlands for their bac- 
chantes. The girls wore them on their arms, 
around their necks and some even made them 
into garters. When the old women cried out 
in horror at such shamelessness the older men, 
who were scrubbing the empty barrels, said to 
their wives: 

“Thirty years ago you did the same thing. 
That's why we married you. You were gay then 
Beautiful. Young. Your mothers called you 
shameless hussies then. These girls will be the 
same thirty years from now. 
another drink.” 

As soon as the wreath on the cross was dry 
a jug of juice was poured upon it. ‘ 

There was less dancing that night, but through 
the dark hours I heard mothers calling out from 
their doors to invisible daughters to come to 
hed, and the loud laughter and the mockery of 
boys and girls who answered.

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The Red Gag on Literature 


Like Industry, Literature Is a State-Controlled Activity in Russia, and Every Book Must Con- 
tain Propaganda. This Censorship Has Sounded the Death Knell of Originality, and 
Writers Who Have Not Quit in Disgust Are Producing Drab, Lifeless Works

N THE list -of notorious places 
by soviet guides to foreigners visit- 
ing Moscow there usually figures, 
among other items, the Art Club 
of that city. The place, indeed is worth 
seeing. It is here that “all literary Mos- 
cow’ gathers. It is here, too, that the 
soviet literati dine, wage violent verba) bat- 
tles over various artistic events and prob- 
lems and offer lavish libations to Bacchus. 


The crowd gathered in the clul is typical 
of the cataclysm through which Russia has 
passed. Alongside of an emaciated, long< 
bearded intellectual of the old regime, wear- 
ing a threadbare “civilized” suit «anparently 
dating from pre-revolutionary days), one 
sees groups of young, husky fellows, with 
brutish faces and dirty hands, in high boots 
and Russian shirts—men one would expect 
to meet in the docks or factories. 


Young ballerinas and actresses in bour- 
veois silk stockings and cheap but stylish 
Parisian dresses (in spite of socialism they, 
poor souls, seem to take such pains to live 
up to the fashions of the “capitalistic 
world!) flirt with hairy critics or, In the 
next hall, melt away to the sounds of a 
fox trot (although communists condemn 
this “bourgeois invention,’ Bohemians seem 
to adore it). In the uproar of loud voices 
and laughter one may hear at times a heavy 
proletarian invective—after the revolution 
unprintable words are freely printed and 
uttered. . . . The excellent empire fur- 
niture of mahogany and bronze adorning 
the spacious and comfortable rooms of the 
club seems to look with astonishment at 
this gathering; it saw other times and man- 
ners; it had been requisitioned from the 
homes of men of the old regime. 


Oi all the products of the soviet rule 
soviet literature and literary life are the 
least known outside of Russia. This is a 
pity. For this literature is an experiment 
not less baifling than soviet economics. The 
writer, his work and his relations with the 
state—all these elements of it are experi- 
mental. . 


In the vears from 1918 to 1921, which 
were the years of terror, anarchy and civil 
war, the pre-revolutionary Russian litera- 
ture walked out of Russia; unwilling to 
submit to the soviet regime, most of the 
euistanding old writers emigrated to west- 
ern Europe. 

The place thus vacated was occupied by 
new men. They bobbed up with astonishing 
quickness—in those heetic years, when all 
walked hungry and when hardly ahything 
could be printed because of the absence of 
paper, a strange itch to write seemed to 
have seized the whole country. At noisy 
meetings in theaters draped with red flags 
there appeared individuals—young, de- 
classed bourgeois, workmen from the Red 
army, adventurers of all deseription—who 
shouted out unintelligible futuristic verses 
about ‘violet faces and talking skyscrapers.” 
or odes to the revolution filled with obscene 
blasphemy and bloodthirsty propaganda. 
And in unheated Bohemian flats number- 
less programs of ‘literary schools,” sects 
and ejlans were frenziedly debated night 
after night. 

Since the very first days of its existence 
the soviet government proclaimed itself the 
patron of ail arts. Although™bDankrupt !t 
rendily financed ‘with worthless paper 
roubles! all “literary schools’ which 4-- 
cepted the revolution. 


It was in this chaos that soviet literature 
vas born: many of the beginners of those 
days are the leading soviet writers whom 
cne now may meet in the Art Club. 

These precedents largely predetermined 
the prevailing type of soviet writers. They 
are a hard-boiled lot. Not all of them are 
conimumists but practically a!l profess to 
be sympathizers of the soviet regime. Few 
of them graduated from universities; but 
life has treated them to a thorouch revo- 
lutionary education. Indeed some of them 
have had biographies which for adventur- 
ism—both tragical and comica!l—surpass 
any adventure novel. Thus, before having 
taken up the pen, V. Ivanov. one of the best 
soviet short-story writers. had been a sailor, 
a tramp. a’ circus clown, a fakir swallow- 
ing swords, a Red partisen iignting in 


Siberia the “Whites” of Admiral Kolchak, 
and what not. 

In the rise of these men to hiterature 
there was something of the rise of barbar- 
ians over the ruins of an old civilization. 
Indeed, like a barbarian, the soviet writer 
(I am speaking of the typical soviet writer) 
is aggressive, optimistic and cocksure of 
himself, of his youthful power and talent. 
Raised in soviet Russia's isolation from the 
rest of the world, he looks at the “rotten, 
bourgeois” culture of Europe (and America) 
with a high-handed smile of patronizing 
contempt—an attitude which, perhaps. 1s 
enhanced in him by the feeling that, in the 
“bourgeois” sense of the word, he is essen- 
tially uncultured. The only thing which he 
often (but not necessarily) admires in the 
capitalistic countries is the machine age. 

Thus Vladimir Mayakovsky, the most fa- 
mous of soviet poets, sang in his “rowdy, 
impertinent and often brilliant verses the 
triumph of “Chicagoism’’; that is to say, of 
the happy age when Russia would out- 
Chicago America in skyscrapers—and when 
American millionaires would hang on lamp- 
posts. . . . Withal, speaking in the bom- 
bastic parlance of a communist critic, the 
soviet writer is “the literary soldier of a 
class which is out to conquer.” 

It is true that one meets in Russia figures 
belonging to another epoch, too. Not all 
the old writers fled from the country. In 
the streets cf Leningrad one still may see 


the tall, lean and lonely figure of Anna 
Akhmatova, Rusia’s best contemporary 
woman /poet. She is still young; but she 
walks slowly, as though with difficulty, She 
has a tragedy in the past: her husband, N. 
Gumilyoy, also a famous poet, was shot in 
1921 for “counter revolution.’ . . . Nor 
is she the only one. Count Alexey N. Tol- 
stoy, Leo Tolstoy's distant relative and him- 
self an excellent novelist, fled from Russia 
in 1919, but then offered his apologies to 
the soviet government, dropped his title, 
was readmitted to Russia as a repenting 
emigre and now lives and writes in Mos- 
cow. Yet such splinters of the past are 
comparatively few; like the empire furni- 
ture in the Art Club, they only stress the 
fact that it is the new man who reigns in 
Russia's letters as he reigns in Russia’s life 
in general. 


Russia’s present literary output is enor- ° 


mous. According to soviet statistics—and 
this is one of the few cases when thesc 
statistics seem to be almost accurate—more 
books are published vearly in it than in any 
other country of the world. 

In former years soviet novels dealt mostly 
with civil war, and the amount of blood, 
cruelty and horror contained in them was 
abnormally great, almost sadistic. Newer 


novels usually are devoted to the present . 


period of peaceful reconstruction. In the 
sense of “ethnographical information,” 
sovict fiction is highly interesting. In spite 
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df Scene in Moscow During a Recent Celebration 


of the soviet government's constant attempt 
to transform literature into a weapon of 
propaganda soviet writers do succeed in 
drawing faithful pictures of Russia’s pres- 
ent life, with its strange abnormalities. Such 
new writers as B. Pilnyak, V. Ivanov, PB: 
Gladkov, Mrs. L. Seyfullina, N. Bogdanov, 
etc., are excellent observers and recorders 
of reality. Some of the American “students” 
of Russia would doubtless learn a great deal 
if instead of the perfuntory formality of a 
six weeks’ visit to Moscow they read the 
works of these authors. 

The soviet government endlessly adver< 
tises its cultural achievements; but the 
new writers picture the proletarian cul« 
ture of the country as hopeless uncultured< 
ness, One has the impression that Russia 
has been thrown back literally to the stone 
age. No matter what milieu these writers 
describe—be it peasants, workmen or soviet 
officials—extreme brutality of manners, 
drunken rows, cruelty and physical and 
moral filth remain the prevailing elements 
of their works. 

The new relations between sexes, in 
which bolsheviks pride themselves to have 
achieved especially much (the “liberation 
ot the woman,” the protection of children, 
etc.), arise from soviet novels in particu« 
larly dark colors. It is something like a 
battle yard. The president of a city soviet 
raping a young woman who refused to be-« 
come his mistress (FP. Gladkov's “Cement'’)! 
a Red heroine living promiscuously with a 
score of men and complaining with perfect 
nonchalance that she is “fatigued by abor« 
tions” (L. Seyfullina’s “Peril”); a schoo) girl 
of the “Comsomol”’ (Union of Young Com< 
munists) serving as a wife to a whole regi« 
ment of boys and bestowing ‘‘a vile disease’ 
upon all of them ‘(N. Bogdanov's “The Firs§ 
Maiden’)—such are the facts and situations 
filling an overwhelming majority of sovi 
novels. Some of the authors describe it ail 
without comment; others ejaculate enthusi« 
astic phrases about “the birth of new 
morals,’ which, “as any birth, is painful,” 
and so on. But all tell the same story. 

Is this an accurate picture of the new 
Russia? Apparently, yes. This is guarane 
teed bv the soviet government itself: it 
Often states that it “would not permit writ« 
ers to caricaturize and calumniate the 
soviet reality.” 

If, however. soviet fiction is ethnographi< 
cally rich, artistically it is very poor. 

In the first period of the revolution, when 
chiefly verses were written (for prose there 
was neither paper nor time), a few outé 
standing poets came to the limelight. 10 
was then that Serge Yessenin, a peasant 
by birth, a very gifted man and a highly 
scandalous husband of Isadora Duncan, 
vrote his best poems on revolution, tn 
which he saw a tremendous peasant revolt, 
a medieval Jacquerie. Mayakovsky ‘the 
advocate of “Chicagoisin’') rose to his fame 
also In these years. The revolutionary 
poems which this fellow with the fieure of 
a prizefighter and with roaring basso laugh-< 
ter shouted from platforms were rather 
buffoonery than poetry; he adored scandal 
and destruction ‘or pretended to adore 
them), and in the revolution he saw. above 
al}, a coloseal scandal. Yet in his buffoonery 
there certainly were originality and fire. 

In jater years quite a few talented novele 
ists have appeared. Generally speaking, 10 
would be unjust to accuse the ‘barbare 
ians’ of 1919 of Jacking natural resources, 
Yet as a whole soviet Hterature remains 
very poor. Not only that, it cannot be come 
pared with the glittering epoch of Russias 
pre-war years.

morial path is of interest, showing as it 
does, how a private, personal hobby may 


sometimes grow to be a thing of wide na- 
tional pleasure end value. 


Dr. Hamilton Holt, the internationally 
famous editor, lecturer and authority on 
world peace, who is president of Rollins 
College, began to collect stones from the 
homes of his ancestors, in order to make a 
path with them at his Connecticut estate. 
Then his plan grew in scope and idea and 
he decidéd te have such a path at Roilins, 
with stones from the homes of famous 
men and women. 

The collecting of these stones by Dr. Holt. 
his assistant, A. J. Hanna, and many friends 
of the college, has involved fascinating 
hunts and adventures. It is not always easy 
to find and secure stones from the homes 
of Shakespeare at Stratford-on-Avon, of 
Milton at Chalfont St. Giles; of Carnegie 
in Scotland; of Mark Twain and the martyr. 
Nathan Hale, in Connecticut; of John Mar- 
shall in Virginia and from the homes of 
scores of other famous and beloved elect. 
Strategy, subtletv. persuasion, kindness and 
enthusiasm have been necessary to the task, 
but the collection is growing apace, and 
now constitutes a delightful and unusual 
memorial to genius. 

The walk alone which the stones are laia 
leads from Carnegie Hall across a wide lawn 
to a liveoak-bordeved avenue, and the vista 
is closed by a shining blue lake, one of the 
score which reflect the exquisite beauty of 
Winter Park. Here the white herons and the 
wild ducks may swim and fly and build 
their nests in the reeds without fear! 

In the center of the walk, which widens 
out respectfully around it, stands a huge 
moss-hung oak, like an ancient Indian 
chieftain, dreaming in the sun, unaware 
of the surge of young life about him. Under 
the great branches the students cluster or 
hurry by, but the wind and the rain and 
the sunlight are ihe great tree’s compan- 
Se ae 
Again the walk is widened to encircle a 
vivid mound of bamboo, clipped like a box- 
wood hedge. Here the memorials are sct 
like flagstones in the path, with a friendly 
air of informality. The marble, granite, 
limestone and other rocks are not shaped 
and cut to @ pattern. Few of the markers 
seem to have been smoothed, except where 
the letters are cut upon them. No dates are 
on the stones, and sometimes only one 
name is given, as in the case of Israel Put- 
ham’s stone, which bears the simple. in- 
scription PUTNAM, BROOKLYN, N. Y. 

The size of the marker and the design 

of the lettering vary from stone to stone, so 
that each one gives a fresh fillip to the 
imagination. Here is no out-of-doors his- 
tory book, where the pilgrim to the path 
must read dates and facts. They are living 
pages that cry out to the spirit. Stand by a 
Stone that is marked with.the magic name 
of Shelley; bethink you that in Marlow, 
England, this strange, shy poet may have 
touched this very rock with his sensitive 
hand or his faun‘’s foot? Your mind is oft 
with his skylark, remembering the man 
Shelley, not when he jived, but what ne 
sang; not when he died, but how! 
. When you pause beside a fragment of 
rock inscribed NATHAN HALE, something 
within you stirs with emotion . « you 
think of the 2l-year-old New. England 
school teacher. who was captured on a 
scouting expedition for General Washing- 
ton. Held prisoner during the night watches. 
he was hanged at dawn, regretting that he 
had but one life to give for liberty! Whose 
heart has not pulsed faster over the poem 
that begins: 


To drumbeat and heartbeat 
A soldier marches by: 

There is color in his cheek, 
There is courage in his eye, 

Yet to drumbeat and to heartbeat 
In a moment he must die. 


The poet, Francis Miles Finch, in this 
poem, which is not great poetry, neverthe- 
less caught wonderfully the pathos and ga!- 
lant spirit of the young patriot, and it all 
floods back over us when we look at the 
little stone, inscribed with his name. 

When I stood by the marker from the 
home of Joel Chandler Harris, I remember- 
ed a wonderful winter I had spent in 
Fiorida,. in Clearwater, as a child. Mr, Har- 
ris was there, also, and we were devoted 
friends. I had tine rare privilege of lonz 
walks with him under such palms and pines 
and mossy liveoak$S as now surround 
this memorial to his genius—and to his 
tenderness, I would add. His love for chil- 
dren and his understanding of them was 
boundless; all his gentleness, humor and in- 
expressible charm came back to me Nhere in 


the warm sunlight. and I felt his presence 
again. . 

This stone from Mr. Harris’ home was 
secured for Rollins by the good offices of 
Mr. Clark Howell, editor of The Constitu- 
tion. It is inscribed with the words UNCLE 
REMUS (J. C. H.), Atlanta. 

No more is needed—it is all there—the 
evocation of the writer, of the man, is com- 
plete. It is placed against the mound of 
bamboo, and another stone in the group is 
from the home of Thomas A. Edison, and 
one is from an estate in Tallahassee which 
was given to General Lafayette. 

Mr. Howell also made possible the pres- 
entation to the college of a marker from the 
Athens home of Henry W. Grady, that fa- 
mous Georgian, who will always be remem- 
bered as one of the greatest editors, states- 
men and conciliators of his generation in 
this country. The stone is being marked and 
I did not see its inscription. It will be laid 
shortly and will take its worthy place 
among these memorials which “praise fa- 
mous men.” 

As I sat on a bench in the bright early 
afternoon and looked about me, I felt it was 
a remarkably pleasant place in which to de 
remembered. Mockingbirds sang in the 
palms and the great liveoaks; squirrels 
played on the path and frisked over the 
wide vivid lawn. . . plumbago bushes were 
skyblue with their masses of flowers, and 
scarlet hybiscus burned like Burma rubies 
in the sunlight that poured from a tropical 
autumn sky. The lake flashed like burnisn- 
ed enamel and the young students wander- 
ed by, their voices and laughter floating 
off in the light wind. 

I also considered that here was no path 
of posthumous fame! The living were in- 
scribed here, in company with the immorta! 
dead. Stones from the homes of President 
Hoover, of Coolidge. of Lady Astor and ol 
Robert Frost and Edison are placed in the 
path, which was dedicated about a year ago, 

It was first used form an ‘academic pro- 


cession on the 23d of last Pebruary, when 
a degree from Rollins college was conferred 
upon Florida’s most beloved winter resident, 
Thomas A. Edison. Down this -path ail 
future processions shall pass, and caps and 
gowns and brilliantly- colored hoods will add 
their classically picturesque note to. the 
tropic natural brilliance of the setting. 
Because I found the names of the poets 
and presidents, dreamers and statesmen, 
warriors and women, which are cut upon 
the stones of absorbing interest, I shalt 
give them in full, as nearly as I am abie¢. 
The markers were secured from their birth- 
places or from their former homes. Many 
presidents are represented, including Wash- 
ington, Mount Vernon; Lincoln. Petersburg, 
Ill.; Wilson, Staunton, Va.; Hoover, Palo 
Alto, Cal.; Coolidge. Plymouth, Vt.: Jeffer- 


son, Monticello, Charlottesville, Va.: Mc- 
Kinley, Canton, Ohio: Andrew Johnson, 
Greenville, Tenn. and Franklin Pierce, 


Hillsboro, N. H. President Pierce's stone 
was, to me, the quaintest in all the group. 
It is a small, smooth marble, and carved 
with delicate, old-fashioned léttering, as 
though it might have been the footstone 
of his grave. That, however, is only my per- 
sonal conjecture. 

In this roll of fame are many other 
names, including: Daniel Wébster, Franklin, 
N. H.; Thomas A. Edison, Fort Myers, Fla.;

eggs, and lotus seed were ‘especially pala- 
table. 

Professor Lew, who sat dt my right, as- 
sisted me greatly in using my chopsticks. 
How dexterously and ambidextrously they 
could use their chopsticks. Had it not been 
for the assistance they gave me, I perhaps 
would have gone hungry. They gave me the 
lovely silver trimmed ebony chopsticks with 
which I had “tried to eat,” but had dis- 
mally failed. 

Ming Tombs. 

It would require a great deal of space to 
describe the Ming Tombs. After passing 
through the gateways or honorary arches 
that lead to these famous tombs, the broad 
avenue is adorned on either side with gi- 
gantic granite figures. 

There are two rows of statues represent- 
ing philosophers and moralists—four on 
each side of the avenue. Then four generals 
arranged on either side; then four priests 
and four ministers and statesmen. Then 
horses, four on each side, next elephants; 
then camels; then lions; then buffaloes: 
then asses, and at the end there are rhinoc- 
eroses. Then there are two arches of honor 
like at the other end of the avenue that 
opens on unconsecrated ground. 

The tombs are of one type. Behind a 
temple in a fourth court stands an uncov- 
ered altar, the top of which is a monolith 
measuring 22 feet by 5 feet. Directly behind 
this altar is a three-story pagoda. Entering 
this pagoda through an arched door, one 
comes to a large tablet of red and gold, 
This covers the body of Young Lo. 

We ascend by a long winding inclined 
plane 60 teet to the second story. This sec- 
ond story rises 70 feet. In the center is a 
small tablet like the one on the first floor 
The third floor is also reached by a circuit- 
ous inclined plane and is an open space un- 
der the roof. 

They Say It With Firecrackers.

The sister of President Holt secured the 


Shakespeare stone when visiting Stratford 
this summer. It was from the roof of a shed 
in the rear of Shakespeare's birthplace. 
This shed was taken down to make room 
for a garden in which are planted all the 
tlowers mentioned in the Bard of Avon's 
works. I have visited this garden, walked 
through its little paths one clear June 
morning and read the names on the labels: 
Lady's-smock, Mary-buds. love-in-idleness, 
“pefore milk-white, now purple with love's 
wound”: lilies and musk-roses that recalled 
those lines of pure music: 


I know a bank where the wild thyme blows, 

Where ox-lips and the nodding. violet grows, 

Quite over-canopied with luscious wood- 
bine, 

With sweet musk-rose and the eglantine. 


The marker carved with the name of the 
poet Thomas Gray is a coping stone from 
Stoke Poges church, where he wrote the 
famous Elegy. Gray lived in the ancient 
manor house next to the churchyard. 

Remembrance is a gracious homage of 
the heart, and I think there is no finer fortn 
of remembrance than in staunch rock of the 
earth. I like these lines from Robinson 
Jeffers’ poem “To the Stone Cutters”: 


Stone-cutters fighting time with marble 

Fat cynical earnings, knowing rock splits, 
records fall down. 

The square-limbed Roman letters 

Scale in the thaws, wear in the rain. The 
poet as well 

Builds his monument mockingly;: ... 

Yet stones have stood for a thousand years.

The writer's hands are tied, no matter 
what subject, what problem he tackles. He 
writes a novel in which intellectuals (or 
noblemen) of the old regime figure along- 
side of workmen. Woe to him if he makes 
his intellectuals a tiny bit more attractive 
than his workmen! This is “obvious glorifi- 
cation of the past and hidden counter- 
revolution’; the novel is rejected and the 
author looked at askance. A poet writes an 
excellent lyrical poem; the editor of a mag- 
azine to which he takes it shrugs his 
shoulders regretfully: “Cannot be printed. 
We have no space for psychological] subtic- 
ties. comrade. Why don't vou write some- 
thing socially useful? Look at the heroic 
struggle of the Chinese proletariat; what

Finally—and this is most essential—the 
communist control eradicates from the writ- 
er all originality of thought. For to be 
original means to deviate from the holy 
dogma of communism. All new attitudes 
toward life, all new perceptions of the world 
are dubbed heresy. It is with extreme in- 
dignation that E. Blum. a communist critic, 
accuses a writer of “having laid aside the 
Marxist principles” and of “trving to think 
for himself.’ And what an uproar started 
ayvainst A. Voronsky, a communist thinker, 
when he dared to say that “immediate im- 
pressions ‘(and not the bolshevist reason) 
are the real bases of art!”

Secretary Baker went over to the White 
House and in due time returned with a 
decision by the president supporting the 
military recommendation and retaining 
General Wood for duty at home. I immedi- 
ately gave orders for the necessary instruc~- 
tions to be wired to General Wood at Fort 
Riley. General Wood, however, preceded th 
division to New York, and proceeded from 
New York to Washington to contest the 
order. 

He cume to my office and sought an in- 
terview, which I accorded him. When ‘1° 
entered my room he was accompanied by 
an aide, whom I permitted to rematn 
throughout the interview. 


General Wood acknowledged the receipt 
of the order keeping him in the United 
States, and asked if I had any objection 
to telling him whether it was based ou 
physical disability. I told him that the 
Arthur board had passed him physically. 

I was standing, facing him, and I closed 
my fist and rapped him sharply on his chest 
and said: “There is nothing the matter 
with you physically.” 

He was a powerfal, deep-chested man, 
an ex-football player and all-round athlete. 
It was a great pity about his leg, but that 


defect was not prohibitive in an officer of 
his rank, in the opinien of the Arthur 
board. 

General Wood then asked me if I would 
tell him why he was not permitted to go 
to France. “I think you are entitied to 
know why,’ I replied. “General Pershinz 
has asked specifically that you be not sent 
to France, and the war department is going 
to back him.” 


WOOD IN TEARS AT 
WILSON INTERVIEW. 


General Wood was taken completely 
aback at this revelation. It was clear to me 
that he had thought the decision was mere- 
ly political ,and my answer cut the ground 
from under him. 

At first, he did not know what to say, but 
finally he asked me whether I would object 
to his telling some of his political friends 
on the Hill what I had said. I rephed 
Sharply, “What friends? You understand 
clearly that no back-fire on General Perst.- 
ing will be permitted, and you should un- 
derstand, as a military officer of high rank 
and experience, that we must either suo- 
port General Pershing or relieve him, an4 
we dont propose to relieve him.” As I went 
on, General Wood became more and more 
disturbed. Finally he asked: 


“Is there any objection to my telling this 
to Senator Warren?” 

As Senator Warren was General Persn- 
ing’s father-in-law, and a man of great 
common sense, I knew he would not be a 
party to any attack on General Pershing. 
so I told General Wood at once that he 
could quote what I had said to Senator 
Warren. 

He then asked if he could see the presi- 
dent about the matter. I went into Secre- 
tary Baker's office, where there was a pri- 
vate wire to the White House, and the 
President fixed an hour that afternoon io 
see General Wood. 

The interview with the President was 
very painful. General Wood found him 
courteous but firm in his conclusions and 
quite frank as to his reasons. Finding he 
could net move the President General 
Wood broke down and wept. Mr. Wilson, 
im telling afterward of the interview ani 
General Wood's emotion, said: “I never feit 
so sorry for anyone in my life.” 

As was inevitable an attempt was mace 
to take this action into politics, but it got 
nowhere. The greai adventure in which we 
were all engaged was so much greater than 
eny individual that no one could make 
much political capital out of a personal 
grievance.

WOOD'S STATUS TOLD 
BY PRESIDENT WILSON. 


President Wilson himself put the capstone 
on the history of this episode in a letter 
to the editor of the Springfield Republican, 
which was not released until after Mr. Wil- 
son's death. The letter follows: 

The White House, Washington, 
June 5, 1918, 

To the Editor of the Republican: 

I hope you will not be surprised te 
know that I subscribed almost in its 
entirety to the inclosed editorial from 
the Republican. 


I am keenly aware of and keenly sen- 
sitive to the implications which will be 
drawn out of the fact that I am not 
sending Genera! Wood to the other side, 
and I want personal friends like your- 
self upon whose approval I depend for 
my encouragement to know why I am 
not sending him. 

In the first place I am not sending 
him because General Pershing has said 
that he does not want him. and in the 
second place, General Pershing’s disin- 
clination to have General Wood is oniy 
too well founded. Wherever Generat 
Wood goes there is contreversy and con- 
flict of judgment. On this side of the 
water we can take care of things of that 
sort because the fighting is not being 
done here, but it would be fatal to let 
it go on at or anywhere near the front. 


I have had a gree: deal of experience 
with General Wood. He is a man of un- 
usual ability, but apparently absolutely 
unable to submit his judgment to these 
who are superior te him in command. I 
am sorry that his great ability cannot be 
made use of in France, but, at the same 
time. I am glad to say that it is being 
made very much use of in the training 
of soldiers on this side of the water, 
a task for which he is eminently fitted 
and which he is performing with dili- 
gence and success.

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HE month of December is about 
ideal for pianning and planting 
shrubbery of all kinds, This year 
has been a bit unusuai as far as 
weather is concerned. Our winter was iar 
behind its schedule, but it is with us now. 
All of the shrubbery is thoroughly dormant, 
as most of the sap is down in the roots. 
What little growth there is going on is un- 
der the ground in root growth, which 1s 
another reason that all kinds of shrubs 
should be planted in the fall. 

It is of the utmost importance that you 
have a plan for your home grounds. If @ 
plan is made and thoroughly studied be- 
fore any work is started. it will save a great 
deal of time, money and mistakes. It is alse 
best to utilize every foot of your land, every 
square foot should serve a purpose and 
should be used only for that purpose. If no 
plans are made and ‘the garden and land- 
scaping done haphazardly the time will 
come when it is apparent that a great many 
things have been omitted and that the parts 
of the lot used have not been used to the 
best advantage. 

This idea of using all of the home 
grounds has resulted in quite a change m 
the character of home plantings generally. 
There was a time, and that not so long ago, 
that the only planning and planting 
thought about was done in the front of the 
house. That time is gone now and often- 
times the backyard is even more beautiful 
than the front. The front of the house 
must be landscaped for the pubhe and 
shouid conform, at least in generality with 
others in the neighborhood. Behind the 
house is the real private garden. There 3t 
is that there may be seen the individuality 
of the home owner and it is not an uncom- 
mon sight to see what might well be called 
an outdoor living room. 


There are no rules that should be ljaid 
down as to what should be found in an out- 
dcor living room. This depends entirely 
upon the individual. There may be a mem- 
ber of the household who is interested in a 
kitchen garden. If so, this should be incor- 
porated into the pian. Your interest may 
be centered on dahlias (these tubers shou'd 
be taken out of the ground and stored 
through the winter in peat moss) or roses 
or a rock garden. Work these various in- 
terests into a complete plan and follow 
this plan for one year. 


Although well-designed gardens are be- 
coming numerous, most home owners are 
content with the layout that was given to 
them by the sud-divider. That is, they ac- 
cept the sidewalks, back fence or lack of 
back fence, steep banks or other natural 
boundaries as sufficient deliniation for their 
garden and go ahead planting the garden 
without further thought as to the general 
effect. 

In some cases there is set up a reaction 
against any well-defined plan, or design- 
ing. There is the feeling that out-of-doors 
planting should be as informal as possible. 
This, with the feeling that nature will take 


WHAT TO PLANT IN DECEMBER. 


PLANTS: Set out roses, strawberry 
plants and all kinds of shrubbery, Jap- 
anese and Spanish-Dutch irises and 
peony crowns. 

BULBS - LILIES: Crocuses, daffodils.

out of doors. Plant freesias, paper 
white narcissi and prepared lily of. 

All of the Jap- 
anese lilies may be planted out doors 
this month: auratum, regal, speciosum 
magnificum, speciosum album and 
tigrinums, both single and double. 

SHRUBBERY: Have your shrubbery 
planted this month: evergreens, coni- 
fers and flowering shrubs.

Mulch your 
shrubs with a mixture of bone mea! 
and sheep manure. 

ROSES: Plant roses now. If your knile 
is sharp, prune your roses, taking out 
the tall stems and dead wood. Mulch 
the ped thoroughly. 

VEGETABLES: Sow lettuce, cabbage ana 
onion seeds in the cold frame. Start 
an asparagus bed at this time. 

FRUITS AND BERRIES: Do not wait 
any longer to plant [fruit trees, berrie: 


grapes and nut trees.

YOUR BACKYARD GARDEN. 

If your backyard garden is to give you 
and your friends the maximum amount of 
pleasure it will be necessary for it to give 
a pleasing picture as a whole as well as in 
its parts. This was brought out very clearly 
to us only recently. We were asked to visit 
a friend’s garden and at the first oppor- 
tunity stopped to do so. Just outside the 
back door was a small grass plot, bounded 
on the one side by the drive leading to the 
garage and on the other by a very beautiful 
bed of gorgeous dahli@s> Directly back of 
this grass plot and alongside the garage 
was a large bed of flowers for cutting. About 
20 feet back of this cut flower bed, was an 
old wire fence that was probably put in 
years ago by the sub-divider. On the other 
side of the fence was one of the finest col- 
lections of tin cans, orange crates, old 
brooms and other trash that has ever be- 
fore been on display. A beautiful garden 
that was almost ruined by the general view. 
This may very easily be corrected by the 
placing of a screen to hide this eyesore. 


Imagine a painter putting his flower come 
bination on a canvas on which there was 
already an image of an ash can or a coal 
shed, placed without the slightest regard to 
its effect upon his floral conception. That is 
exactly the situation that often confronts 
us and will confront any garden marker 
whose backyard is unscreened and permits 
unsightly views nearby, to intrude. The first 
task of the painter would be to blot out 
the ugly view with a more suitable back- 
ground, and the first task of the gardener 
should be to plant out these unsightly views. 


BACKYARD SCREEN. 

The most effective sereene and the most 
beautiful background for flowers is made 
with trees and shrubbery. It is possible 
with the aid of them, to make pleasing in- 
formal arrangements with a varied skyline 
to shut out these undesirable views, and 
where there is a view to be desired, skillful 
planting will bring it into the garden pice 
ture, enhanced in effect by being suitably 
framed by the planting of shrubs and trees. 
This screen planting, as suggested, is shown 
in the illustration and a great number 
of plants may be used to carry it out, 

To mark corners that will be seen from 
a distance, it wil be best to use some kind 


of a shade tree. If this tree is to be used 
only as a marker, one of the tall, slim trees 
will be best. For this purpose use a Lom- 
bardy poplar or tulip popular. These two 
trees are both very fast growing, very tall 
and slim and gives very little shade. When 


50 feet tall, they are only about 10 feet in 


diameter. They may be transplanted with 
little trouble and are usually used as screens 
or markers. 


If there is a particularly ugly spot that 
needs to be blotted out and that located at 
a low point, one of the best shade trees to 
use for this purpose is an old-fashioned 
magnolia tree. This tree is an evergreen, 
reaches an ultimate height of about 30 to 
40 feet. Because of the fact that its 
branches are low and spreading, it is im- 
possible to get grass to grow underneath @ 
magnolia tree. For fast-growing trees, that 
are almost universally satisfactory, there is 
the silver maple. This tree is easy to trans- 
plant, grows very fast and has a most 
pleasing shape. The leaves are light green 
in color and the underside is a light green 
silver. 


For the background of this screen, the 
best plant that is commonly used is Ligus- 
trum Japonicum. Ligustrum Japonicum, or 
Japanese privet, it is more commonly called, 
is a broadleaf evergreen, vigorous and up- 
right in growth, will quickly grow to about 
10 feet and ultimately reach a height of 15 
to 20 feet. The shrub may be pruned and 
kept at a lower height if necessary, leaves 
are thick and a glossy bright green. 


Two plants that may be used for inter- 
mediate height are Ligustrum Lucidum and 
abelia. These two plants are often used as 
companion plants, since they are so similar 
in the general character of their growth. 
Ligustrum Lucidum quickly grows to a 
height of about three feet and will even- 
tually attain a height of six or eight feet. 
The leaves are large, bright, shiny green, 
of a rather dense character of growth. The 
plant itself grows compactly and has @ 
white flower in the spring which is neither 
very beautiful or conspicuous and is follow- 
ed by blue-black berries that are held on 
the plant throughout the winter. 


The abelia, which is used as a companion 
plant, has the same general character of 
growth, but the leaves are smaller and i 
a ligr*crc shade of green. It is the finest 
all-purpose plant for the south, quick 
growth to three feet, ultimate height six 
feet, bearing beautiful pinkish white bell- 
shaped flowers born in clusters. There are 
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a number of other plants that may be used 
as screens, such as altheas, laurels, weigelas, 
spirea Van-houtte and a number of others, 
but the three plants discussed are probably 
the most satisfactory. 

To make the most effective use of these 
plants, set them in groups of three or four. 
Do not plant them in a straight line, but 
stagger them. In estimating the plants. 
figure on one plant for each three feet. 


LILIES OF THE VALLEY 

Such a furor was created at the South- 
eastern Flower Show last year by the show- 
ing of the lily of the valley, that we have 
been asked to repeat a recent note about 
the planting of the lily of the valley for 
indoors. We comply with this request with 
pleasure. Lilies of the valley are fast becom- 
ing one of the most popular of plants for 
either the garden or the house.| They will 
virtually take possession of a shady, damp 
corner and flourish there for years, spread- 
ing into big patches and producing each 
ten & wealth of beautiful, fragrant white 

Lilies of the valley are such an easily 
grown pot plant that they are fast growing 
in a deserved popularity. The prepared pips 
are necessary for this particular purpose, 
but they may be procured with little trouble 
from your seed store. About six pips should 
be planted in a four or five-inch shallow 
pot. The tips of the pips should be just 
above the level of the soil, but first cut off 
half of thre roots that are on the pips. Any 
good, rich soil will do for this purpose. but 
for best results, use prepared bulb fibre. 
Prepared bulb fibre usually contains peat 
moss, Charcoal and bone meal in the proper 
proportions. 


Soak the planted pot thoroughly and 
place in a warm room where the sun will 
reach it as often as possible. When they 
are planted in this manner they wil) bloom 
in about 15 to 20 days. After you have 
raised a few pots of these beauties you 
probably be able to bloom them in ont 
shorter length of time than that. 

In order to have a continuous supply of 
these for the house during the winter plant 
several pots and bury them in the ground 
after they have been soaked thoroughly. 
These may be taken up as they are needed 
and brought into the house. This may be 
done all through the winter, so be sure and 
plant plenty of them so that they will not 
run out. ’ 

This same system of planting may be 
used for tulips and hyacinths. The double 
and single early tulips are the best tulips 
for this particular purpose, and the exhibi- 
tion hyacinths are the best hyacinths, Both 
the tulips and the hyacinths may be pro- 
cured in a number of colors and will add 
much to the beauty and color of the house 
throughout the winter. Have one pot of the 
old-fashioned French Roman hyacinths. 
re are very pretty and particularly frag- 
rant.

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WHAT TO DO 

MULCHING: December is the accepted 
month for all kinds of mulching. The 
rose bed, perennial garden and shrub- 
bery border should be protected. The 
best material for this mulching is a 
mixture of sheep manure, peat moss 
and woods earth. 

FERTILIZING: It is also time to fertilize. 
the lawn with a light application of | 
some good fertilizer, such as bone meal 
or sheep manure. These two fertilizers 
are much to be preferred over the 
highly concentrated commercia] ones. 
Use raw bone meal for bulbs and 
perennials. 

PRUNING: Take the tall stems out of 
hybrid perpetual roses as well as the 
dead wood Remove the dead wood 
from all shrubbery and evergreens 
and give the fruit trees a good prun- 
irae. 

SPRAYING: Now that fruit trees are 
dormant be sure and give them @ good, 
thorough spraying with scalecide or 
for peach trees use dry lime sulphur,
